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RUSSIA’S CHOICE APPROVED 


PRINCE NICOLAS ACCEPTABLE 
TO THE POWERS. 

BUT HE HAS NOT YET BEEN ELECTED 
BY THE SOBRANJE—COUNT ANDRASSY 
MAKES A SIGNIFICANT SPEECH. 

Lonpon, Nov. 16.—Russia has designated 
Prince Nicolas of Mingrelia as her candidate 
forthe thrune of Bulgaria. The other powers 
have unanimously approved of him as the suc- 
cessor to Prince Alexander, and have invited 
Russia to propose a satisfactory solution of her 
conflict with the Bulgarian Regency. 

Vienna, Nov. 16.—The Political Corre- 
spondence has a telegram from Pesth saying 
that the opposition to Count Kalnoky in the 
Delegation has collapsed and that Count Andras- 
sy will forego his intended attack upon the 
Prime Minister. The dispatch also says that the 
Delegation proposes to express solicitude re- 
garding Gen. Kaulbars's actions. 

PesTH, Noy. 16.—Count Andrassy, in his 
speechin the Delegation to-day, said that he 
believed the Austro-German alliance was the 
best guarantee of European peace, but 
that the character of the allance was lost 
when it became imperative to consider Russian 
Interests in the Balkan question. Herr Tisza’s 


programme had secured for Austria the support 
of Germany under all circumstances. The ex- 
isting Government in Bulgaria was the lawful 
Government. It was ouly needed to settle the 
question of fusion with Roumelia. Russia, in 
his eetwiens had no special prerogatives in Bul- 
garia. . 

Count Kalnoky explained that his statements 
on Saturday referred especially to the fusion 
question. Russia was uuder an equal obligation 
with the other signatory powers to as- 
sist in the settlement of that question. 
He fully agreed with Count Andrassy 
thatthe autonomy of Bulgaria and the provis- 
ions of the Berlin treaty must be maintained. 
Nevertheless Russia’s relations with Bulgaria 
were of great importance for the latter’s future. 
Count Andrassy declared that he was satisfied 
with the explanation. 


Soria, Nov. 16.—Gen. Kaulbars threatens 
to leave Bulgaria unless the Government dismiss 
the commandant at Philippopolis who arrested 
a Russian official. 


BERLIN, Nov. 16.—The Cologne Gazette 
has a dispatch from St, Petersburg saying that at 
2 council of war called to consider the question 
of military reorganization in Bulgaria when the 
Russian candidate for the vacant throne has 
been elected it was decided that occupation was 
not necessary, but that the Russian officers 
should resume command of the army, which is 
to be greatly reduced. 


Prince Nicolas. of Mingrelia, is in his fortieth 
year, having been born Jan. 4, 1847, He 
is a Colonel in the Russian Army and 
aide-de-camp of the Emperor of Rus- 
sia. The Prince was married on April 
26, 1874, to the Princess Marie, daughter 
of Count Alexander Adelberg, Minister of 
the Imperial Court of Russia, .and General 
of Russian Infantry, and the Countess 
Catherine, formerly a maid of honor to 
the Empress of Russia. The son of Prince 
Nicolas, who will have the hereditary right of 
succession to the Bulgarian throne should the 
Prince of Mingrelia be elected, bears his father’s 
name, and is not yet 10 years old.

A ‘MARRIAGE ANNULLED. 
‘{RS. ARTHUR SEBRIGHT AND HER HUS- 
BAND PARTED FOREVER. 

Lonpon, Novy. 16.—Judgment was ren- 
dered to-day in the action brought by Mrs. Ar- 
thur Sebright te have ‘her marriage with Mr. 
Sebright declared void on the ground that she 
was forced into it through fear. 
Triage. was declared annulled. The Judge, 
in rendering his decision, commented 
upon the fact that the evidence given by the 


plaintiff had not been denied by the defendant. 


No man, he continued, with a particle of self- 
respect, if able to deny, would have allowed 
such. testimony. to .go uncontradicted. The 
plaintiff had been rédneced to a condition of 
mind by the defendant where she was no longer 
able to resist the pressure of his importunities 


to marry him, and although at last the ceremony 
had been gone through with she had not given 
the consent which the law requires. 

Mr. Sebright was to-day adjudged a bankrupt 
in the proceedings instituted by his creditors. 
Application was made fora warrant for his ar- 
rest for debt. It was shown that his debts 
amounted to $80,000, while he has no assets at 
all. Tie Registrar has granted Sebright a fort- 
night in which to appear and show cause why he 
should not be imprisuned as a debtor. 

A meeting of British Anarchists has been 
called to assemble in Cleveland Hall, London, 
on the 23d inst. to protest against the 
action of the Chicago court which tried and 
sentenced Spies and his colleagues. The cir- 
cular calling the meeting denounces the jury 
that convicted the Chicago Anarchists as a bribed 
and packed body, and condemns Judge Gary for 
refusing the prisoners a new trial. The Hon. 
Auberon Herbert, brother of the Earl of Carnar- 
von, will probably preside over the meeting. 

Lord Salisbury will spend Sunday next at the 
Hattield House in Hertfordshire, notwithstand- 
ing the demand of the Social Democratic Federa- 
tion that he remain in London on that day in or- 
der to receive a deputation of unemployed work- 
iungmen. The police are preparing to cope with 
the Socialists in the event of trouble arising 
through the latter’s carrying out their present 
intention of holding processions and @ mass 
meeting in Trafalgar-square on Sundav. 

A Frenchman has been engaged in shipping 
arms to Cotnty Kerry, Ireland, where he sold 
them to moonlighters. A London firm sus- 

ected the business he was carrying on and in- 

ormed the police, who seized some parcels 
which the Frenchman had ordered to be shipped 
to ireland and opened them, when they were 
found to contain arms. 

The National Liberal Club at a meeting to- 
‘day resolved to establish a National Liberal 
Ladies’ League to counteract the political work 
done inthe interest of the Tory Party by the 
women of the Primrose League. 

The colliers of Wales have voluntarily submit- 
ted toad percent. reductionin their wages in 
order to prevent a stoppage of work at the mines. 

The Queen has given £50 to the fund for the 
benefit of the fishermen of Arklow, Ireland. 

The British bark Anna Bella, Capt. Cummins, 
has foundered in the Bay of Biscay. The crew 
have arrived at Greenock. The Anna Bella ar- 
rived at Seville on Oct. 8 from Philadelphia. 

The Trustees of the tenants on Lord Clanri- 
carde’s estate in Galway have resolved to de- 
mand a 40 percent. reduction in rent and not 
to pay any rent until all evicted tenants shall 
QYave been reinstated.

THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 

4 LARGE WAR BUDGET—FAILURE OF 

A PRIVATE TELEGRAPH SCHEME. 
BERLIN, Nov. 16.—The imperial war 
budget for 1887-8 maintains the army on an ef- 
fective normal peace footing of 427,274 men. .A 
credit of 7,000,000 marks is asked on first ac- 
tount for fortilications onthe frontier, which 

are required to meet new methods of attack. 
Since the rupture of the commercial treaty ne- 
gotiations with Switzerland the Government is 


preparing for a war of tariffs. The North Ger- 
man Gazelle predicts the absolute prohibition of 
Swiss cotton products, a measure which, it says, 
will prove ruinous to Swiss cotton industries 
and advantageous to similar industries in Eng- 
land. 

The Dutch Government is negotiating with the 
German Lloyds with the object of having the 
steamers of that company cail at Flushing in- 
stead of at Antwerp after July 1, 1887. The 
Beigian Government opposes this scheme, and is 
contident that it will succeed in having Antwerp 
retained as ihe port of call. 5 : 

Dantzic ship owners are organizing opposition 
to the bill to be introduced in the coming ses- 
sion of the Reichstag making compulsory sea- 
men’s insurance. All German shippers oppose 
the measuye, urging that it would result in a 
reduction of the number of ships and the dis- 
charge of many seamen and would diminish 
generally the resources of the maritime popula- 
tion. 

Emperor William and Empress Augusta have 
decided to confer medals of distinction upon 
couples celebrating golden or diamond weildings 
after an exemplary life. The wedul will bear on 
one side an etiigy of the Emperor and Empress, 
andon the reverse side the following passage 
from Rouans: “ Rejoicing in hope; patinet in 
tnbulation; steadfast in prayer.” :

Miss Gallagher, the favorite 
daughter of the household, is a cultivated 
and attractive young lady well known in a large 
circle, who has been engaged for some time 
to David M. Shirk, who lives in the same 
square a few doors above, at No. 328. 
The wedding was to have taken place in the 
Chureh of the Mediator, and all the ar- 
rangements had been made, the bridal 
trousseau completed, the bridesmaids selected, 


and all the numerous and delicate little 
plans peculiar to occasions of this kind were 
fully mapped out. Tne bride, within a few 
days, began to feel ill, and grew so much 
worse that a physician was summoned, 
who soon found that she was suffering from 
scarlet fever, which was rapidly developing.

LOUISIANA SECURITIES. 


STATE AND NEW-ORLEANS BONDS RIS- 
ING IN THE MARKET. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Noy. 16.—Within the past 


| 20 days there has been a surprising advance in 


State and city securities. The advance has been 
felt chiefly in New-Orleans premium bonds and 
Louisiana bonds. The former have risen from 


102 to 114 ‘and the lattér from’79 to 84. This’ 
enhancement of value arises from several causes, 


of which the first is the conviction that the 


credit of both city and State now rests on a 
secure basis, and the second that both securities 
were ruling’ far below their normal value. 
Premium bonds, at one time an essentially specu- 
lative security, have now been taken up mainly 
by investors. In regard to State bonds the 
punctual payment of interest since 1879, 
and the tact that the debt and in- 
terest are bvth guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution, and the absence of all political 
agitation, had their effect. The steady enhance- 
ment of values as exhibited by the annual as- 
sessments, the ease with which taxes are coi- 
lected, the deficit being tess than that allowed 
by law; the gradual but sure revival of trade 
and industry, and the ease of the money market 
consequent on an unusually large intiow of cap- 
ital have done the rest. When investors saw 
that 4 per cent. bonds of North Carolina and of 
Alabama, both inferior to Louisiana in wealth 
and natural resources, were worth 100 in the 
New-York market they could not help remark- 
ing that Louisiana’s uiust be very cheap at 80. 
Of course speculators, who. are always ready to 
anticipate the working of such causes when the 
situation is favorable, took held of the market, 
and the advance followed as a rratter of course. 
This, at least,is the explanatior given by the 
financiers of Carondelet-street, and it does not 
seein to be unreasonable,

us and Laura Moore in that of Amor. 
Miss Vanzanten has a deep and res- 
onant contralto voice. Orpheus is a laborious 
and trying part, burdened with long recitations, 
Wearisome alike to the singer and to the audi- 
ence, but Miss Vanzanten’s full, tirm notes were 
evenly sustained throughout, and her excellent 
execution held the interest of her hearers. 
Miss Moore has a sweet and silvery soprano, 
pure and flexible, and her method indicates good 
instruction and conscientious study.

THE ST. LAWRENCE TRADE. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 16.—At a meeting of the 
Council of the Board of Trade it was resolved,

part from the River St. Lawrence on or before 
the 30th day of September in each year, there- 
by causing great inconvenience and loss to the 
shipping trade of this Dominion; that this re- 
striction Was imposed when the trade of the St. 
Lawrence was carried on by sailing vessels, and 
when there was no lighthouse service; that pow, 
when all necessity for this restriction has passed 
away, the Minister of Marine be petitioned to 
employ such means as he may deem proper to 
bring the subject before the authorities in Eng- 
laud, and that he urge upon them the justice of 
grantilg au extension of the time of underwrit- 
ing on hulls engaged in the St. Lawrence trade 
to cover the month of October.” The resolution 


has been forwarded to the Minister, who has 
promised to do all he can in the matter.

MOEN LIKENED UNTO DILKE 


ARGUMENT CONCLUDED IN 
THER SUIT OF WILSON. 
ONE SIDE CHARGES BLACKMAIL AND 
THE OTHER HINTS DIRECTLY AT 

SOME TERRIBLE SECRETS. 


Boston, Nov. 16.—Arguments in the Wil- 
son-Moen case were heard to-day in the United 
States Circuit Court. The Hon. Robert M. Morse 
made the closing argument or his client, Philip 
L. Moen, occupying the larger portion of two 
sessions of the court, While Lawyer Morse, with 
much rhetorical eloquence, was addressing the 
jurors, “*‘ Doc” Wilson sat a few feet away, tipped 
back in his chair at an angle of.45 degrees, pay- 
ing the closest attention to the argument of 
counsel, and at the same time keeping one eye on 
his wealthy and aged dupe, Philip L. Moen, who 
sat close to his counsel with his back turned to 
Wilson. 

Wilson has by no means the look of a man s0 
densely ignorant as he pretends to be. In fact 
his countenance has a rather intellectual cast, 
although his forehead is broad and low. His feat- 
ures are clean cut, and his whole countenance 


bears the impress of a nature keen, cunning, and 
unscrupulous, Moen is a man of different stamp. 
Rather dull looking in the face, a mustache as 
white as snow only half conceals a mouth singu- 
larly grotesque and uncouth, with corners 
drooping until the contour of this feature re- 
senibles a crescent. The earnest nervous man- 
ner in which he watches the proceedings is in 
striking contrast to the careless nunchalance of 
** Doc” Wilson. 

In opening his argument Mr. Morse outlined 
the case as follows: ‘* Levi Wilson, the plaintiff 
in this case, alleges thatin August, 1882, he was 
sued by Davis B. Engley for the seduction of his 
daughter; that at the same time he was sued by 
Hattie A. Engley for breach of promise of mar- 
riage. and that very near the same time he was 
sued by Hattie L. Wetherell for breach of prom- 
ise of marriage; that while these suits were 
pending against him the defendant, Mr. Moen, 
persuaded him against his inclination to settle 
them, and agreed, in consideration that he would 
settle them, to pay him such amounts as he 
might have to pay out in the course of the set- 
tlement, and in addition the sum of $100,000 as 
compensation for the injury to his business and 
reputation and his services in effecting the set- 
tlement. The defendant denies that he made 
this contract, and the issue in this case is 
whether Wilson’s story is true or whether it is 
false. Ifitis true he is entitled to your verdict, 
Re. is false the defendant is entitled to your ver- 

ct. 

“The second issue in this case arises upon the 
declaration filed by the defendant. The defend- 
ant produces 10 promissory notes, which he 
says were signed by the plaintiff, and which 
were given by the plaintiff to him for money paid 
by the defendant upon promise by the plaintiff 
to be repaid, and asks you to give him a verdict 
for the amount of these notes and interest there- 
on. These notes amount to $72,000, one set of tive 
notes of $10,000 each given in October, and tive 
notes amounting to $22,000, given partin 1879 
and partin 1882. The interest on these notes is 
from $22,000 to $23,000, so that the defendant, 
it he recovers upon his notes, is entitled to a 
verdict for about $95,000. The plaintiff denies 
oes not admit 
the signature, and says thatift he did give them 
they were given as a form, without any purpose 
or expectation on the part of either that they 
were to be treated as a valid contract, but were 
given merely at the request of the defendant for 
the purpose of pacifying the wife of the defend- 
ant.” 

Mr. Morse reviewed the testimony in detail, 
contending that the position of Wilson toward 
Moen was that of a blackmailer, and that the 
weakness of his client in continuing to pay 
large sums of money was accounted for by the 
natural desire to avoid the odium of having got 
within the toils of this blackmailer. 

Mr. West, counsel for Wilson, in closing, hint- 
ed at terrible secrets at the bottom of this case, 
and claimed that Wilson, * ignorant vemos 
man, was but the instrument of-the giant intel- 
lect ot Philip L. Moen, a man only paralleled in 
the civilized world by Sir Charlies Dilke.” Ar- 
guments were concluded and the, case will prob- 
ably be given to the jury to-morrow.

Mk. ASTOWS ACCIDENT.

HIS HORSES INJURED BY DROPPING IN 
A MANHOLE IN SIXTH-AVENUE. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Jacob Astor went 
shopping yesterday afternoon in a carriage 
drawn by two spirited bay horses worth at least 
$6,000 at an auction sale. Leaving a Broadway 
store, their coachman was told to drive to Sixth- 
avenue, and he went by way of Twenty-ninth- 
street. At the corner of Twenty-ninth-street 
and Sixth-avenue thé cover had been left off a 


manhole leading to the electric subway. This, 


hole was 4 feet square at the top and nearly 
6 feet square at the bottom, 8 feet below 
the surface of the street. When Mr. 
Astor’s horses arrived near the man- 


hole a barrel near it was the only warning to 
drivers. One of the carriage horses shied at the 
barrel, slipped and went in, haunches first, to 
the bottom of the hole, dragging the other horse 
in, so that standing on its mate it had its fore 
feet out of the hole. The carriage pole snapped 
and the harness parted. 

Mr.and Mrs. Astor left their carriage and, 
after sending his wife home, Mr. Astor inter- 
ested himself’ in getting the horses out. 
A large crowd had gathered, and Mr. 
Astor and his coachman had listened to 
adozen schemes to extricate the horses, when 
some one suggested that Birdsall Johnson, of 
West Twenty-fourth-street, a veterinary sur- 
geon, mignt suggest something. From his place 
was obtained a tripod derrick, and a few minutes 
after it had been put up the horse that was vis- 
ible was hauled out, lacerated and bleeding, but 
not seriously injured. The second horse was 
jammed in the bottom of the hole. and was weak 
from the tramping aud plunging of its mate. It 
could, however, use its fore feet enough to make 
attempts to girth it dangerous, but after an hour 
and a quarter of endeavor to release it, it 
accidentally knocked a noose over its body 
so that it could be hauled to the top of the hole. 
The derrick was so short that its head reached 
the hauling block before its hind feet were ont, 
aud the struggles of the anima) made the derrick 
topple over. Luckily enough some one had 
piaced a plank over the hole, which prevented 
its falling back long enough for a score of per- 
sons to seize a‘ aud dragitout of danger. It 
was exhausted and terribly cut and bruised, but 
has every chance of recovery. When the second 
horse was extricated Mr. Astor changed a fifty- 
dollar bill and distributed the money among two-, 
score of persons who had in various ways aided 
in the extrication of his team. :

THE RESULT A TIE. 


RECOUNT OF VOTES FOR ASSEMBLYMEN 
AT TRENTON. 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 16.—Chief-Justice 
Beasley to-day decided upon eight points touch- 
ing the disputed ballots in the Second Assembly 
District of this county. The effect of the decis- 
ions was to increase the votes of both candinates 
80 as to make atie, Jones (Rep.) having 2,283 and 
Walter (Dem.) 2,283. In one precinct there was 
one ballot in excess of the names on the poll list. 
The law requires the rejection of all such votes. 
In this instance there were 416 ballots 
and 415° names on the list. The Chief- 
Justice ordered a recount of the ballots, to make 
sure of the fact, and as it was found to be as 
previously reported the excessive ballot, which 
happened to be a Prohibition vote, was rejected. 
The recount also resulted in a loss of one vote 


for Jones, and a gain of one for Walter, leaving 
the contest still a tie, each candidate having 
2.284 votes. Counsel for Walter then declared 
that an error existed in the Third Precinct of the 
First Ward, and that Walter was entitled there 
lo two more votes. No agreement abont the 
matter could be reached, and the Chief-Justice 
ordered the district to be again counted to-mor- 
row. 

There is great excitement here over the situa- 
tion. Gov. Abbett to-day appointed Senators 
Griggs, Chase, Fish, Moon, Herring and Living- 
ston to act asthe State Board of Canvassers. 
Ae will meet at the State House next Tues- 

ay. 

The State Gazette will to-morrow say: “ The 
result reached by the recount of the ballots of 
the Second Assembly District of this county—a 
tie—is utterly unreliable. Nota member of the 
commission appointed by the Chief-Justice to 
make the recount would dare to swear that the 
recount in a single precinct is now absolute- 
ly correct. No dependence whatever can be 
placed upon it. The count was made 
in the midst of a confusion and _ hurly- 
burly that more resembled a howling mob than 
a judicial trilunal for the determination of ques- 
tions on which depended the most momentous 
political consequences. The commission was 
constantly assailed by a tire of loud-mouthed 
suggestions, truculent admonitions, and menac- 
ing advice by a large crowd of pressing outsiders, 
They were constantly halted and badgered and 
confused by these impertinent and insolent in- 
truders, who took possession of the room, pressed 
round the table, almost climbed on top of the 
Commissioners, and so crowded and harassed 
them that deliberate and accurate counting was 
simply impossible, The result of the recount is 
therefore utterly untrustworthy and will be so 
regarded by thecommunity. Theonly proper 
course to pursue is for all the ballots in the 
district to be counted again. This is the only 
way of reaching a satisfactory determination 
of the matter... This recount should be 
made with the utmost care and deliberation, 
under the personal supervision and watchful 
oversight of the Chief-Justice himself. Onlya 
selected few representatives of each party should 
be admitted, and all impertinent interruptions 
and suggestions should be rigorously interdicted. 
The Chief-Justice owes it to himself and to the 
momentous interests at stake to order and pre- 
side over such a recount.” 


BRIDGETON, N. J., Nov. 16.—The recount 
of the votes of the Second Assembly District of 
this county, in which Madden (Dem.) contests 
the plurality of Hawkins (Rep.,) was commenced 
this morning by Judge Alfred Reed. Up to ad- 
journment at 1 o’clock only th® votes of four 
wards of the city of Millville had been counted, 
and the result was the loss of one vote in Mad- 
den’s totalin the First Ward and again of two 
votes in the Third Ward, making a total gain for 
him of one vote. There was no change found in 
Hawkins’s vote inthe First and Second Wards, 
but there was alossof two votesin the Third 
Ward and of four votes in the Fourth Ward 
making a total loss to Hawkins of six votes and 
reducing his plurality from 13 to 6.

“A VILLAGE SWEPT BY FIRE 


VAST QUANTITIES OF TOBAO- 
CO BURNED. 
DURHAM, A NORTH CAROLINA TOWN, 


SUFFERS A LOss OF $300,000—THE 
INSURANCE ABOUT $200,000. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 16.—A fire at Dur- 
ham early this morning destroyed a large por- 
tion of the town. It orignated in the grocery 
store of R. H. Atwater, and the flames soon 
caught the great tobacco warehouse of E. J. 
Parrish, in the rear, and consumed that entire 
square, comprising 13 buildings, all of brick. 
It then crossed to the next square on the north 
and destroyed the prize houses of Umstead 
& Co. and Parish & Co., and the Diur- 
ham Bank. The fine Methodist church was 
in imminent danger, when the wind suddenly 
changed and the tire turned eastward, and on 
the third block consumed the residence of Ed 
Lyon. After burning aborft four hours the fire 
died out, rather from lack of more material to 
consume than from any effective control, since 
there was no adequate supply of water with 
which to check its progress. No one was injured. 
The loss in tobacco amouts to 1,500,000 pounds. 
There were 700 bogsheads of it in Par- 
rish’s warehouse alone, besides that in 


Umstead’s and in the various prize 
houses,

not be saved. The time lock of the vault in the 
Bank of Durham was set for 9 o’clock A. M., and 
the bank’s valuables, therefore, could not be 
reached. All the mail matter in the Post 
Office was saved.

The mills and_ factories 
were notin that partof the town and are not 
involved.

RE-ENGAGING JHE STRIKERS. 


EMPLOYMENT FOR THE OLD AS WELL 
AS THE NEW MEN. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 16.—The stock yards 
strikers are now fast being re-engaged, and it is 
thought that inside of two weeks at the most 
all of the old hands will be at work. 
So greatis the pressure of business that there 
will be employment for allofthe old as well as 
the new men. The only difficulty in the way ofa 
resumption of business on a large seale is a 
scarcity of hogs. To-morrow the arrival of 
45,000 hogs is expected, and this will give em- 
ployment to most of the men now out. Butfewof 
the pork packers are requesting their men to 


sign the agreement drawn up at the Packers’ 
Association meeting, which also requires a de- 
posit of two weeks’ wages—this only strictly ap- 
plying to the beef men. The pork packers are 
talking of presenting a less severe agreement to 
their old hands, The reasons are said to be that 
the danger in an interruption of the beef 
business is greater thanin porking. The agree- 
ment already drawn up, however, is considered 
an excellent one for both parties to the con- 
tract, inasmuch as it protects the packer from 
an immense loss and bears interest to working- 
men of 5 per cent. “The packers agree to pay 
that intere-t on the deposit as long as the con- 
tract is not broken. 

As was expected, the new non-union men are 
fastleaving. The packers advise thenew men to 
stay, and have posted up waruing notices to 
their old hands. Most of. the non-union 
men have decided to leave with the militia, 
and one of the packers said he expected 
@ general stampede before the close of the week. 
Today about 400 left, while 2,500 or more of 
the old hands were re-empluyed. Nearly every 
house running lost some of the non-union men 
to-day. 

Late im the evening, after a consultation be- 
tween Gen. Fitzsimons, the Sheriff, and Adjt.- 
Gen. Vance, the announcement was made that 
in all probability the first regiment would be or- 
dered home in the morning. No oer troops 
will be sent into the yards, and there is not 
the least doubt that Col. Wheeler and the 
Second Regiment, aided by Capt. Hough and the 
eavalry, will be able to hold the situation. The 
death of Private Blackburn, of B Company, of 
the First, at his home on West Lake-street 
was announced at the barracks to-day. Mr. 
Blackburn went out with the regiment a 
week ago Monday, but did no duty 
outside of the barracks.

BUT MQUADE’S LAWYERS MAY 
LET THEM OUT. 
ATTORNEYS FOR THE PEOPLE CONTEN2 
TO SWEAR THEM ALL AND PROCEED 

—YESTERDAY’S COURT SCENES. 


When Recorder Smyth adjourned the sess 
sion of the Court of General Sessions at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon 12 men sat in the jury box 
ready to try ex-Alderman Arthur J. McQuade 
on the charge of bribery. The attorneys for the 
people expressed themselves as content with 
the panel. They had used 7 of their 20 
peremptory challenges in getting these 12 men, 
for the jury box had been filled a half dozen 
times during the day and then the panel broken 
by challenge after challenge. Louis A. Davis, 
Morris Kirstein, James B. Lewis, and Patrick 
Dillon, who were accepted ou Monday, were ex: 
cused, and after them Thomas R. Keator, Pat 
rick McConville, and Sydney A, Wood, who had 
been accepted during the day, were perempto 
rily challenged. When this knocking-out proces 
was completed the jury was made up as followsi

While the attorneys for the people expressed 
themselves as content with the jury, it is hardly 
the one that will be trusted to try McQuade, ag 
the defense have made no challenges pe 
emptorily as yet, and the State has not given up 
its right to 13 more challenges. In expressing 


themselves content Gen. Tracy, of MeQuade’s 
counsel, desired to know if they had exhausted 
all right to further challenges. Recorder smyth 
decided they had not, but had the right to chal- 
lenge up to the last moment before the jury is 
sworn, basing his decision on that recently given 
by the Supreme Court, General Term. Gen, 
Tracy didn’t think the decision a correct one, and 
so his exception to it was made, overruled, and 
noted in accordance. with the forms of legal pro- 
cedure. This morning, then, the defense w2ll be- 
gin their work of changing the complexion of the 
jury, and after they get through the attor- 
neys for the people will do some more, the 
chances being that all of to-day will be con- 
sumed in these changes. Svine of the jurors are 
too good men to satisfy both sides aud others 
too incompetent to satisfy the Statein such an 
important case as this. 

Mr. MeQuade didn’t look much the worse for 
having passed the night at the ombs. His 
brother was in court to welcome him, and so 
were his wife and her sister. The court room 
was crowded, but there were few present outside 
of the talesmen who were summoned anda few 
personal triends of the accused and his family. 
Jacob Sharp was there when the court opened, 
and so wer ex-Judge Fullerton,. Albert Stick- 
ney, ex-Judge Homer A. Nelson, John H.Strahan, 
aud Frank Dupignac, the counsei for Mr. Suarp 
and his associates, James A. Kichmond, Thomas 
B. Kerr. and Jumes W. Foshay, who are kuown 
in connection with Mr. MeQuade’s trix! as 
“promoters cf the Broadway Ruilroad enter- 
prise.” The attorneys were. there prepared to 
argue a motion for the production of the miniites 
of the Grand Jury-which indicted the four “ pro- 
moters” named. As the Recorder found it would 
take two hours to hear the arguments on the 
motion he postponed hearing them uniil Satur- 
duy morning, when he will sit for that especial 
purpose. When this matter had been disposed 
of the work of selecting a jury was resumed. 

John F. Spence, with a round, rosy face and 
what would be called a bull neck, was the first 
of the talesmen examined arid the first one sent 
into the box asa result of the day’s work. He 
occupied the eighth juror’s seat and listened 
with much interest to the proceedings of the 
day. He is a shoe dealer, doing business at 
Eighth-avenue and Nineteenth-street. He had 
no acquaintance with any one interested in the 
case on trial in any way, but had an iupres sion 
as to the guilt of the accused, though no set led 
opiuion that testimony might not overthriw. 
He was challenged by the defense, but the ch.2l 
lenge was overruled and an exception made. 

The ninth juror was secured in the person o'f 
Myrick Plummer. who is in business at No. 161 
William-street and lives at No. 18 East Sixty: 
eighth-street. He is about 55 years old, has thin 
hair and a heavy gray mustache. He was the 
oldest member of the tirst dozen men who sat in 
the jury box, and had the appearance of a pros- 
perous man of business He had an unfavorable 
opinion in regard to the Aldermen as a whole 
who gave away the Broadway franchise, but 
none as to the part which McQuade personally 
played in it, though after Jaehne’s conviction 
he concluded that the whole lot were ‘in the 
same boat.” The fact that he had a lady friend 
who married a brother of Thomas B. Kerr would 
not, in his opmmion, prevent him from doing his 
duty as a juror faithfully. ‘ [should stand by 
my oathif I were made a juror,” he said. The 
fact that he had alluded to the Aldermen as 
being all in the same boat probably induced the 
defense to object to him, but the Recorder sent 
him into the box. 

Meyer A. Bernheimer, a dealer in leaf tobacco 
at No. 177 Pearl-street, bad such fixed opinions 
in regard to the case that be was excused from 
serving. After that John H. Gatje, a youn 
grocer, and member of the firm of Sirens 
Gatje, was accepted as the tenth juror. He had 
no opinion that Would operate to prevent him 
from doing his duty as a juror according to his 
notion, und he didn’t appear to be bubbling over 
with information or opinions ou any subject, 
He has never heurd of ex-Senator Cunk ling vr of 
a Senate investigating committee tbat investl- 
gated Broadway Kailroad affairs. 

“Did you ever hear that the Aldermen were 
charged with bribery?’ asked Mr. Newcombe, 

* Oh, yes.” 

“ How long ago?” 

* About a couple of years ago, Ishould say. & 
read about it.” 

«In @ newspaper or in & novel %” 

“Tt wasn’t in a newspaper.” 

* Where was it that you read it, then?”

* Do you know what McQuade is indicted for %” 
asked Recorder Smyth. 

“Yes, Sir; for voting in favor of a railroad on 
Broadway.” 

“And you think that’s what he isto be tried 
for?” 

* Yes, Sir.” 

“ Well, don’t you remember that Mr. McQuade 
is charged with taking money for giving that 
vote?” iucerrogated District Attorney Martine. 

He did remeuiber having beard of that fact, 
and that ex-Alderman Jaelne had been sent to 
prison for having accepted woney for his vote. 
Whether McQuade had done so he hadn't any 
opinion. 

He was sent ivto the box, Recorder Smyth 
disgustedly be a “TL suppose the juror is 
competeut.” Michael Seigman, an importer of 
buttons, at No. 14 White-street, and Albert B. 
Parker, a wire dealer, with an office in the Astor 
House, were beth excused because they had 
opinions that couldn't be shaken. 

‘Thomas R. Keator, bates at No. 543 Madison- 
avenue, and a jolly, well fed looking broker, 
who knew ex-Alderman Waite as an athiete, 
was the cleventh juror seiected. He also knew 
Cleary when he wus an occupant of the building 
of which Cleary was janitor. He represents 
Theodore Moss’s interest in a broker’s tirm, aud 
has an acquaintance with Maurice B. Flynn of 
such a character as would prevent him from 
serving as a juror to try him, though it wouldn't 
prevent him frum fairly trying McQuade, After 
testifying that he liveu in the house with Theo- 
dure Moss Le took his seat without protest from 
the defense, 

Isaac Rubenstein had a very heavy cold, he 
informed the court when he was called up for 
his turn at catechising, and he was excused. 
Simon Schey, manufacturer of furnishing goods, 
at No. 15 Walker-street; Janes Mocluskey, 
liquor dealer, at No. 344 Avenue B; Meyer stras- 
burger, muuufacturer of cluaks, at No. 119 Ful- 
tou-street, and Charles L. Moreau, a printer, of 
No. 51 Maiden-lane, were all excused because 
they had vpinions which it woula take much 
testimeny of @ very pronounced character to 
change. 

Heury Hoyns, a spruce looking young man, 
with his saudy mustache curled up at the ends in 
the wost approved style atlected by bartenders, 
and who kreps a liquor store at No. 65 Maiden- 
lane. Was the twelfth juror accepted. 

The box was then Hlled, and was filled with 
men who confessediy had impressions or opin- 
ions that testimony might change, except the 
three or four who lad vo opizions at ail and 
rofessed to know littie or nothing of the case,

and the first he shook out was Louis A. Dayts, 
who manufactures * pumts” and said he hadn’t 
any opinion about anything and believed ail he 
read. Patrick McConville, a liquor dealer at 
No. 165 Hudson-street, took Mr. Davis's seat 
temporarily. Lateron he was shaken out and 
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Isaac 8S. Solomon, who is connected with the 
Equitable Life Assurance Company, took his 
eee. Mr, Solomon had, in a general Hie a be- 

ef that the Board of Aldermen of 1884 had 
done wrong in granting the Broadway road 
franchise as they did. He thought, however, 
each Alderman should be judged wholly on the 
merit of the testimony as against him person- 
ally, and believed he could give any one of them 
afairand impartial trial. After he had freely 
and frankly answered all the questions put to 
him, Recorder Smyth asked: 

“You have studied law, have you not, Mr. 
Solomon?” ; 

‘* No, Sir,” replied the witness, quite surprised 
at the question.

There was more trouble in finding a juror to 
take the place of Morris Kirstein. Broker Ed- 
ward E. Fraipont couldn’t take his place be- 
eause he hasan opinion thatit would take a 
vast amount of evidence to shake. Then Max 
Wigdor, a football-headed and full-moon-faced 
dyer, living at No, 91 West Third-street, was 
examined as to his fitness. He wasn’tin the 
habit of reading the papers, he said, and though 
he had lived in the country for nine years took 
no interest in Aldermen and their doings. 
He first heard that they had granted the right to 
run horse cars on Broadway from one of his 
workmen, and “I was so astonished,” he said, 
“that [ kept quiet.”

Jeweler Sigmund Veit and Auctioneer Abra- 
ham F. Rosenthal were both excused because of 
their opinions, and then Edward J. Timmons, & 
produce dealer, passed through the catechising 
ordeal sutliciently well to apparently satisfy 
poth sides that he would make a competent 
uror. 

; Then Tony Pastor’s assistant treasurer, James 
B. Lewis, who on Monday displayed a magnifi- 
cent lack of general information, was challenged 
by the District Attorney. Isaac Seckendorf, who 
was called totake his place, was excused be- 
cause he was so deaf that ‘he could not hear or- 
dinary conversation, and Lewis A. Owens, & 
dealer in stationery at No. 556 Third-avenue, 
Was excused because of his opinion. Sydney A. 
Wood, a furniture dealer at No. 1,021 Sixth-ay- 
enue, who had a slight acqualntance with ex-Al- 
derman Farley and Sheils, passed muster, after 
he had said he would vote to acquit if the evi- 
dence warranted such a vote. The attorneys for 
the people didn’t want him, and so exercised 
their right of peremptory challenge after the Re- 
corder had decided he was a competent juror. 

Henry Fry, a retired man, who frequently 
serves on juries in various courts, then passed 
muster and took Mr. Lewis’s seat. He had been 
a tenant of Jacob Sharp for five years and had a 
Slight acquaintance with ex-Alderman Wendel, 
but these facts wouldn’t influence him in giving 
a verdict. He did have an opinion as to the part 
the Aldermen took in the Broadway Railroad 
matter when the franchise was granted. As 4 
man thoroughly familiar with jury duty should 
do, he explained, he threw that opinion aside 
away back in 1884, and hadn’t loaded himself 
up with any since—not even with an impression. 
He got tired of the whole subject then, he said, 
and so “‘ threw my opinion overboard.” There- 
fore he considered himself thoroughly competent 
to act as ajuryman when he got a whack at the 
evidence. He was delighted when told to take a 
seat inthe jury box, and smiled blandly as he 
took that seat. 

*“ Thomas R. Keator excused,” called out Clerk 
Hall, and the handsome man of the jury re- 
tired. Henry L. Bryde, of No. 436 Grand-street, 
a dealer in butter, wasn’t allowed to sit with 
the jury because he is now under indictment for 
having sold.oleomargarine contrary to law. Lot 
R. Kinney, a real estate dealer, with Burnside 
whiskers, took Mr. Keator’s place. He hadn’t 
any opinion that would prevent him serving as a 
— though he frankly confessed he wished he 
nad, as he didn’t want to serve. He hadn't paid 
any attention to the Senate investigating com- 
mittee, which first stirred up the unsavory 
bribery matter, because “TI supposed that, like 
all other legislative investigations, it wouldn’t 
amount to much.” He didn’t know any of the 
yarties indicted or any of their attorneys. Then 

e corrected himself and said; ‘ Oh, yes, [ 
do; I’ve nad dealings asa real estate man with 
one of ’em, for I kept a horse at his stable for a 
time.” 

Then Patrick Dillon, who looks like a Yankees 
farmer, but is an Irish carpenter, was excused, 
and after Carl Pickhardt, a clerk at No. 98 
Liberty-street, had been found incompetent be- 
cause of his strongly fixed opinion, William 
Burck was given his seat. Mr. Burck has a con- 
fectionery store at No. 371 Eighth-avenue, and 
served as a juror when Billy Porter was ac- 
quitted of participation in the murder of John 
Weleh and John Irving in “Shang” Draper's 
raloon, on Sixth-avenue, on Feb. 16,1883. This 
completed the jury, but did not end the day’s 

roceedings, for four men were examined be- 
fore Mr. Isaac 8. Solomon was Selected to 
take Patrick McConville’s place in the 

anel, as detailed above. These four wer6é 
Villiam Zinsser, varnishes, No. 197 William- 
street; Charles A. Winter, a coal dealer, and 
Howard Spear, a butcher, all of whom had de- 
cided opinions, and George H. Feisz, a grocer, of 
No. 11 Minetta-street, who had no opinion, didn’t 
have anything to do with politicians or lawyers, 
because he doesn’t like either, and who was ex- 
cused by consent of all the attorneys and the 
Recorder, ig 

At 11 o’clock this morning a further sifting of 
the jury will be begun, and betting was even that 
there wouldn’t be three of the twelve left in the 
box when the trial began. Fifty-eight of the 
200 men sunimoned for the special panel have 
been examined and 19 of these have temporarily 
had seats in the jury box.

FINE CHANCE FOR GOSSIP 


A YOUNG WOMAN TAKES AR- 
REST COOLLY. 

BEING ACCUSED OF FORGERY SHE SENDS 
FOR THE MAN WHOSE NAME SHE 
HAD USED TO DEFEND HER. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Nov. 16.—This city is 


shocked over what promises to be a lively 


scandal, and it was brought to light to-day, euri- 
ously enough, by acrime on the part of a young 
lady, committed through the influence of a wed- 
ding. Miss Jennie Saxton, a charming-looking 
young woman of about 20 Summers, came to 
this city to day to be present at the wedding of 
her sister, Miss Kate Saxton, who was to have 
beeu married this evening, and while making 
preparations for that event the expectant bride 
Was surprised to see an officer enter the room 
and arrest her sister on the charge of forgery. 
This was an unpropitious omen for a wedding 
day, but the bride to be was assured by the 
prisoner that it was all a mistake, and that she 
would be able to explain matters so that she 
could return shortly. She was escorted to the 


Police Court, where she was arraigned on com- 
plaint of Cashier Ward on the charge of forging 
two orders on the Burlington Savings Bank in 
the name of John L. Mason, of Richmond, Vt., 
one for $500 and another for $800. 

This charge did not seem to disturb the fair 

prisoner, who stated that her home was in Rich- 
mond, but that she had been living about a year 
with her brother at Willsborough, N. Y. She ad- 
mitted writing the orders, but claimed that she 
had been authorized to do 80 by Mr. Mason. The 
shee pane who is a fine-looking brunette, was 
nandsomely dressed in seal wraps, fashionable 
hat with long plumes, and a rich dress with 
beaded front. The charge in detail was that on 
the 4th day of last September the accused 
went to the savings bank and presented an 
order for $500, and that she received the net 
as Mr. Mason was one of the = stock- 
holders of the bank. It was  subse- 
quently discovered by the Cashier that 
the order was a_ forgery. He thought 
by saying nothing about the matter that the 
woman would be likely to try the game again, 
and thus place herself in his clutches. With 
this object in view, when Mr. Mason made his 
next settlement with the bank nothing was said 
to him about the order. ‘This afternoon the 
Cashier was pleased to see handed him over his 
desk an envelope with the now well known 
writing on it, and inside was another order for 
S800, with J. L. Mason's signature, accompanied 
by a note asking that the money be sent to Miss 
Saxton’s hotel, as she had just had some teeth 
removed. Mr, Ward at once took measures for 
her arrest, and was soon confronting her in 
court, 

Now comes the sequel. The prisoner, instead 
of going into hysterics, informed the court that 
Mr. Mason would make the matter all right, and 
calmly wrote a message to Mr. Mason informing 
him that she was arrested for forging his name, 
and requesting his presence in Burlington. This 
was a stunner to the court, and it was decided to 
adjourn the ee until Mr. Mason could be 
present. It was evident that the prisoner had 
some claim ot relations with Mr. Ma- 
son by which she expected te escape 
the penalty of her crime, but what 
that relation was could only be conjectured. 
Subsequently the truth came out from the lips 
of one Delaney, who married one of her six sis- 
ters. He said Mason had been furnishing her 
with money for some time, sending her on one 
oceasion at her home in Richmond $150 con- 
cealedin an apple. He had sent her to school, 
and if letters that he had written her could be 
obtained she would be cleared. Delaney subse- 
quently stated that his wife had found a letter 
to Jennie from Mason, asking her to meet him at 
the 4 o’clock train to-night. 

Mason is one of the most prominent men in 
this vicinity, is a Director of the Central Ver- 
mont Railroad, and is highly connected in this 
city. He is over 50 years old, has married a sec- 
ond time, and has a daughter who is married. 
He is expected to arrive in town to-morrow, 
when it is claimed by Miss Saxton’s friends that 
he will clear her by announcing that he gave her 
permission to draw the orders, but as that will 
render an explanation to Mrs. Mason necessary, 
the situation is evidently an uncertain one. 
What the outcome will be can only be deter- 
mined by the hearing to-morrow morning, but 
the gossips have not been so busy here for years. 


MORE DENIALS FROM BLAINE. 


HE CONTRADICTS THE MASSACHUSETTS 
INDEPENDENT COMMITTEE. 
Avucusta, Me., Nov. 16.—The following 

letter will be published here to-morrow: 


AUGUSTA, Me., Nov. 16, 1886. 
To the Editor of the Kennebec Journal: 

I thank yon for calling my attention to a circular 
issued by the so-called Independent Committee dur- 
ing the recent canvass in Massachusetts touching 
my position on the question of civil service reform, 
Absence from home for several weeks has prevented 
my seeing it sooner. : : 

The circular embodies a singular perversion of 
what I said and a still more singular perversion of 
what I quoted in a speech on the 19th of October at 
Huntingdon, Pent. How theerror or misrepresen- 
tation originated it is not forme tosay. My speeches 
in Pennsylvania were accurately reported for the 
Philadelphia Press by skilled stenographers, and 1 
personally saw the report in no other paper. I send 
you herewith the speech of Oct. 19 as it appeared in 
the Press, and Piri jpeperd ask you to republish it in 
your columns side by side with the circular issued 
by the Massachusetts Independent Committee. 

I thank you further for submitting to mé a public 
letter of Oct. 26 from Mr. Martin Brimmer, of Bos- 
ton, in which I am accused of ‘‘repudiating the re- 
form of the civil service with a sneer.” Perhaps Mr. 
Brimmer inconsiderately based his remarks upon the 
circular of the Independent Committee, and has thus 
been led into publishing a statement which does mé 

reat injustice. If my supposition be correct Mr. 

3rimmer will, as a gentleman, withdraw his lan- 
guage. It is scarcely necessary to say that I have 
néver repudiated retorm in the civil service, nor 
abated my interest therein. Nor have I ever re- 

arded the sneer as a forcible mode of argument, 
Were I tempted to resort to it I should direct it, not 
agaimst the reform of the civil service, but against 
the hypocrisy of those who wish the conditions of 
that service to be enforced against their political op- 
ponents, but not against their political friends. 

The point which 1 sought to establish in my speech 
at Huntingdon was entirely confused and obscured 
in the independent circular. In effect I said that the 
English civil service, which was held up as a model 
for our own Government by those who left the Ke- 
publican Party two years ago, is now under investi- 
gation and apparent condemnation by the English 
themselves; that the British Ministry have insti- 
tutea a commission to examine into the alleged 
abuses, and that Mr. George W. Smalley, apparently 
agreeing hitherto with the American admirers of the 
English service, now declares the belief in 
England to be that the civil service is worse 
in all the departments of the Government 
than it was 40 years ago. Mr. Smalley gives a 
somewhat detailed recital of the defects and abuses 
alleged to exist in the English service—detfects and 
abuses which were never attributed to our own 
civil service even by its most merciless censor. My 
argument implied and was intended to imply that 
thé Republican Party had been wise in not adopting 
the English system, with its life tenure and its 
lange pension list and all the attendant evils, which 
have at last demanded investigation by a Ministerial 
commission. Nor would justice and fair courtesy 
have been done to my speech even if my remarks 
on civil service, torn from their logical con- 
nection, had been ropa 4 quoted by the 
Independent Committee. Those remarks wer6é 
but part of an argument in which | 
endeavored to illustrate how trulf American in its 
best sense were the whole policy and history of the 
Republican Party, and how, under the lead of the so- 
called Independents, the Democratic Party, both in 
its revenue system and its civil service rules, was to 
be conformed to British policies just at the very 
time when the British themselves are finding a fatal 
weakness in those policies. In short, though I did 
not say 80 in words, I meant tc convey my belief 
that the very worst leaders and guides for a conti- 
nental republic are thosé who persist in seeing the 
perfection of human government in an insular mon- 
archy, whose conditions are in all respects radically 
ditferent from those of d6urown broad laffd. The 
Massachusetts Independents should learn that 
American inspiration ends where imitation of Eng- 
land begins.

THE OHIO RIVER POOL. 
CuicaGco, Nov. 16.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Ohio River pool held a meéting in 
this city to-day for the purpose of considering 
plans for continuing the pool after Jan. 1, 1887, 
at which time the existing agreement expires by 


limitation. After considerable discussion the 
continuance of the five original pools for 
another year .wags agreed upon. The per- 
centages of the roads tn the various pools 
will rémain the same as heretofore, excepting 
those in the Louisville pool. In this pool the 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis and 
Chicago Railroad (‘' Big tate Ht agreed to 
accept 5 per cent. less than heretofore. Of this 
the Louisville, New-Albany and Chicago gets 215 
per cent. and the Pan Handle 245 per cent. This 
change gives the last named two roads an 
increase of about $20,000 a year. During 
the afternoon the reorganization of the sixth 
pool, which includes the business going via 
Evansville and Cairo, was considered, but there 
was 80 much difference of opinion regarding thé 
allotment of pércentages that an agreement 
could not be reached.

THEY DISCUSS MANY OF THE QUESTIONS

York. The Rey. W. E. Hatcher, D. D., of 
Richmond, presided over the congress 
this afternoon, with the Rev. W. Scott, 
otf New-York, as Secretary. The Vice- 
Presidents were the Rev. Franklin Wilson, 
D. D., of Baltimore, and the Rev. J. B. Thomas, 
D. D., of Brooklyn. The Rev. G. D. Pepper, D. 
D., President of Colby University, Waterville, 
Me., read @ paper on the ‘Inspiration of the 
Scriptures.” This was discussed by the Rev. O. 
P. Eaches, of Heightstown, N. J.; Dr. E. H. 
Johnson, of Crozier Theological Seminary; Prof. 
Norman Fox, of New-York, and others. The 
Rey. Dr. W. H. Whitsitt, Professor in the South- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Ky., was set down for a paper on “ Faith Cures.” 
He was absent and the paper wasread. It was 
a history of faith cures, with somewhat sarcastic 
comments, 

The Rey. Dr. F. H. Kerfoot, of Medway, Ky., 
in the discussion that followed said the faith 
cure theory was only a proclamation of a some- 
what fuller and more glorious doctrine than 
Christianity is willing to receive. 

Dr. A. J. Rowland, of Baltimore, said that 
though faith healing may have continued after 
Christ, it is not possible now. He did not believe 
that any one had any special power to call down 
@ cure from God. . 

The Rev. W. C. Van Meter, a missionary to 
Rome, Italy, gave an account of a wonderful 
cure made on himself by a faith healer. He was 
crippled by a fall; he was overwhelmed and was 
made freeina moment. He felt like a fool and 
had no faith whatever in it. He ran up stairs 
and down, though he had been on erutches for 
months. He had tried the baths in Wurtemburg, 
the air in Italy, and to-duy he is without crutches. 
“7 don’t explain it,” said the speaker; “I simply 
state the fact. Iam nota faith healer, but God 
tells me when I want anything to come to Him.” 

This evening the Rev. Philip 8. Moxom, of 
Boston, read a paper on “The Labor Question.” 
He said scratch a labor reformer and you will 
find a Socialist. In his opinion the present indus- 
trial movement was not for the increase of 
wages; the laborers want less toil, less drudgery, 
and more life. 

The Hon. James Buchanan, of Trenton, N. J., 
said that the large vote for Henry George in 
New-York was not an indorsement of George, 
but a protest against the abuse of right, a re- 
buke to gamblers, and a great cry of right 
against 5 hap gt et He wanted all stock and 
grain gambling stopped. 

The Rey. G. T. Dowling, of Cleveland, said 
that it was impossible to keep the labor question 
out of politics. The Rev. Dr. Albert G. Lawson, 
of Boston, thought the Knights of Labor, honest 
men. He said the church must work for these 
men; must go out and invité themin. ‘ We 
preach in untaxed churches,” said he. “If I 
could [ would tax them in some way.” 

The congress adjourned. The next meeting 
will be held in Richmond, Va.

time he arpeared before the committee in St. 
Louis, where he was at once dismissed when it 
became apparent that his physical condition un- 
fitted him for examination. It will be noticed 
by the following correspondence with, Dr. Met- 
calfe, of New-York, that Mr. Hoxie is notina 
condition to be examined, and it is just to that 
gentleman to say that it has been his physical 
condition during the entire Summer. It is not 
possible now that we can obtain his evidence 
before the meeting of Congress:

NEW-ORLEANS, Nov. 16.—The body of the 
late Judge Alfred Shaw was conveyed to the 
grave this evening by a large procession of law- 
yers, graduates, and members of the various 


orders to which he belonged. He was the senior 
member of most of those bodies. He received 
his thirty-third degree of Masonry 30 years ago. 
All the courts adjourned to-day in honor of his 
memory. An autopsy had this morniiig dis- 
closed the fact that death was caused by the 
blow inflicted last Summer by his young negro 
proétgé, which caused a compound fracture of 
the skull and abscess of the brain, com- 
pressionj and death. Judge Shaw was a 
man of means, a teacher by choice 
and unmarried. Sdme years ago he picked 
up alittle negro boy whom he clothed and fed, 
carefully educated, and made his companion. 
The boy had mastered his patron’s style ot hand- 
writing, and acquired knowledge of his business 
habits. Last August the iad forged Shaw’s name 
to a check so successfully that he drew several 
hundred dollars trom a bank, and then, fearing 
detection, assaulted the Judge while he slept, 
with a hammer, pounding his head until he 
thought him dead. It was some days before 
Shaw recovered consciousness, and meantime 
the boy’s movements led to his arrest, when he 
confessed the whole story. Heis tiow in jail 
awaiting trial for the forgery and assault, and 
was to-day additionally charged with murder.

. ie is the state of his finances?’ he was 
asked. 

‘** Bad, very bad,” was tne rejoinder. ‘‘To use 
the expression of a ward politician, he’s dead 
broke. I say this from mny own knowledge, and 
it is not hearsay. Aleck hasn’t got a dollar, and 
of late he has been living on money borrowed 
from friends. Why, since my return I saw a let- 
ter in which he asked for a loan of a hundred 
dollars.

FOR RESTRIOTIVE 
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LICENSES. 


CROSBY BEFORE THE CHURCH TEM- 
PERANCE SOCIETY: 

Before the Church Temperance Society 
Convention, in Annex Hall, Fourth-avenue, yes- 
terday afternoon, the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby 
offered a resolution that, as ‘the present inter- 
ests of temperance reform are best promoted by 
the principle of restrictive license,” a conference 
of representatives of all religious bodies and also 
of citizens in the State of New-York be called 
at an early day to take action for the reintroduc- 
tion of the High License bill of 1886. 

Dr. Crosby referred to previous attempts at 
legislation in order to show, he sald, what they 


had to counteract. ‘‘While w6 cannot in all 
probability prevent deals between political par- 
ties we can correct the false impressions and 
false logic, I may say, of radical temperance 
men, Onanalyzing the vote we found that all 
or nearly all the opposition to the Barnum bill 
came from greén rural members. They are in- 
peg go impracticable men. We know that 
in New-York a man must be practical or die, and 
something of that spirit must be inculcated into 
the legislators through the State,” Dr. Crosby 
thought this could be accomplished to a very 
large extent by the establishment of metropolitan 
boards similar to the one in conjunction with 
the Chureh Temperatice Society in this 
wh In regard to the High License 
bil which was to be _ reintroduced 
this Wiiter the speaker stated that he 
had seen & printed circular, issued in the rum 
interest, wherein the declaration was made that 
the passage of the méasure would reduce the 
number of licensed saloons in this city one-half. 
‘This means,’ he said, ‘that the tenement 
house saloon and other low groggeries will be 
forced to shut up by the inability of the owner 
to pay the high tariff, The Liquor Dealers’ Pro- 
tective Association have assessed their mem- 
bers for money to fight the bill, and no doubt a 
large,sum will be spent at Albany to defeat our 
plans. It therefore behooves us to act in unity 
and promptly to create an overwhelming public 
sefitiment throughout the State.” His resolu- 
tion was adopted. 

The convention also. adopted a résolution 
looking to the formationin the 12 cities of 20,000 
or more inhabitants in the State of boards simi- 
lar to the Metropolitan Temperance Board. 

The large hall of Cooper Union was tell filled 
last evening, when the Church Temperance So- 
ciety held a thass meeting. Bishop T. U. Dud- 
ley, of Kentucky, presided and made the open- 
ing address. The Rev. Dr. R. H. McKim spoke 
on the “ Chureli Temperance Society” and ad- 
yocated a general adoption of the rule of total 
abstinancé as a means of furthering the organi- 
zation’s work. John B. Leavitt gave an accotint 
of the work of the Métropolitan Temperance 
Board, and Robert Graham spoke on the “ Drink 
Problem in New-York.” Mr. Leavitt and Mr. 
Graham said that a High License bill would be 
pushed before the Legislature every year until

MR. FRADEDS TREASURES.

THE LOSS OF MANY VALUABLE AUTO- 
GRAPH LETTERS AND PAPERS. 


The widow of Charles Fradel, the music 
composer, who died a week ago Sunday, at Tre- 


mont, is mourning the loss of several packages | 
of letters and credentials which were taken | 
lately from her house. Letters were contained | 
in the packages from Prince Metternich, in whose — 
; family Mr, Fradel was, long ago, an instructor; 


| from thé Prince’s brother Lothar, from Henry 
this city to escape civil and criminal actions. | 


VII., of Reuss; from the Prince de Polignac, 
Comte Tascher de Lapagere, the Baroness de 
Rothschild, the Baroness de Markan, the Mar- 
chioness of Downshire, and from nearly every one 
prominent in musical life a generation or so ago. 
Mr. Fradel prized these letters, and during the 


past year, when he knew that he must leave his 
wife with little to provide for her future, he 
often said to her that by disposing of them she 
could at any time raise money enough to tide 
over any difficulty she was likely to encounter. 

There were from 300 to 400 letters, all neving 
value a8 autographs, and one package containe 
family papers, crests, medals, and other tokens 
of honorable lineage and distinction. Mr, 
Fradel’s appointment as pianist to the Court of 
the Duke of Saxe-Weimar-Eisenach was among 
the papers, as were elaborate press notices of his 
successes 1n Paris mm 1854 and 1855, in Londonin 
1857, and, in a humbler way, in this country a 
few years later. A benefit concert for him in 
March, 1866, at Irving Hall, enlisted the talent 
of Adelaide Phillips, Theodore Thomas, 8. B. 
Mills, Robert Goldbeck, and George W. Morgan. 
His collection of letters included something 
from each of these persons. 

About three weeks before his death, when he 
knew the end could not be far off, Mr. Fradel sent 
for some of his relatives, that he might see them 
before he died. Those wif came had the free- 
dom of the house and were not restrained in any 
way from doing what they chose, as Mrs. Fradel 
remained at her husband’s side every hour for 
more than a fortnight. When his body was taken, 
as he had directed, to the crematory, the relatives 
went away. Upon the return of the ashes the 
widow set about arranging her affairs, knowing 
that she would have to giveup her home. She 
went to the writing desk in which her husband 
had placed the packages for her. They were not 
to be found. She had the desk key,,which had 
not been ont of her possession. Another key 
had been fitted to the desk. Now she is at a loss 
whattodo. The amount of asmall insurance 
orn | which Mr. Fradel took outin her favor 

as been —— to pay the expenses of his 
long sickness. She counted on the letters as her 
only remaining reliance. With their disappear- 
ance she is left almost destitute, after sharing 
for 39 years, abroad and in this country, the suc- 
cesses and troubles of her husband. She will 
make no accusation be egrer atiy one, but is hope- 
ful that the person who took them will yet con- 
clude that she is fairly entitled to whatever ben- 
efit they may yield, and will accordingly return 
them to her. 


WAITING FOR THEIR FATHER. 


A SUICIDE BY HANGING IN A _ PARK- 
ROW HOTEL. 

Two children, a boy of 6 and a girl of 12 
years, waited in their sleeping room at the Hotel 
Everett, in Park-row, this morning until long 
after their usual breakfast hour, expecting that 
their father, John Nicolson, would call for them, 
as was his habit. The children and father slept 
in adjoining rooms. Finally the children became 
tired of waiting and went down stairs. They 
asked the girl “where papa was.” The clerk 
sent a porter to Room No, 46 with instriictions 
to wake Mr. Nicolson. The porter re- 


turned with oa pale face and_ informed 
the clerk that Nicolson lay dead upon 
the floor of his room. When Coroner 
Eidman came he found that Nicolson had 
hanged himself with a bit of clothesline, one 
end of which he attached to the headboard after 
putting a sli 
to accomplish hig design he was compelled to 
throw himselt out of bed. Nicolson’s effects were 
taken charge of by the Coroner. They consist- 
ed of a few themotrandum books, some keys, 
$1 21, and a chestnut. 

Nicolson went to his room gene night about 
11 o’elock, apparently in good spirits, after pay- 
ing $2 for hisrooms. He and his children had 
been staying at the hotel since Sept. 29, and he 
ere tur his rooms every night. His wife lives in 

rooklyn. They had not been living together 
for some time. He had been out of employ- 
mient as & salesman for nearly two months. 
In his last position he remained only two weeks, 
and left it of his own accord. Previous to that 
he had been 14 years in one place, and lost it 
through itregular habits. Prior to his engage- 
ment of rooms at the Hotel Everett he iived 
with his wife at No. 28 Ptilaski-street, Brooklyn. 
His separation from her was caused, it is sup- 
posea, by his drinking habits; The dead man 
was about 45 years old. He was Collector of 
Long Isiand Council, No. 173, Royal Areanum.

LEFT TO ARBITRATION. 

The State Board of Arbitration held a pro- 
tracted meeting yesterday at French’s Hotel.

n support of her motion for alimony and a 
counsel fee, made before Judge Bookstaver, in 
the Court of Common Pleas, Mrs. Jacobson 
made an affidavit saying that soon after their 
marriage her husband began to evince ‘an in- 
sanely jealous disposition.” His jealousy grew 
apace. He would send neecens to see if she 
was at home while he was at business, and on 
his return at night, if he noticeds a chair 
or any other article of furniture out 
ot place, he would make strong charges against 
her, and finally, as his anger grew with the 
course of his reproaches, he would knock her 
down and threaten to kill her. Once, when he 
had a vacation for a week, he took her to Niag- 
ara Falls. They were in their room at a hotel 
there one night when strains of sweet music 
floated up to them from the parlor. She wanted 
to go down to the parlor to enjoy thé music, 
so, to overcome her love of harmony, he beat 
her black and blue with atrunk strap. At last 
she could endure no more. She left him, and 
with her daughter Edith, went back to the home 
of ber mother. Her mother was poor, and to 
support herself she had to pawn her jewelry and 
furniture. Meanwhile, private detectives, sub- 
orned by her husband, haunted her footsteps and 
made her life so miserable that, but for the sake 
of her child, she would have discarded it. 

To all these averments of his wife Jacobson 
responded that his chargés against her were 
“the convictions of a sane man.” She was 
given to flirting with every man she met or 
passed “‘ who was even tolerably good-looking, 
and who would flirt with her.” It was not true, 
he said, the story shetold of the occurrences 
at Niagara Fails. The fact was that on the jour- 
ney thither she became acquainted with “an 
actor and a lady companion” to whom he ob- 
jected. She wanted to consort with them 
at the hotel, so he was constrained to 
lock her in her room and sit up all night with 
the door key in his pocket to prevent her from 
following her own will in the matter. She had 
previously strayed away from him, and on her 
return to the hotel had said she had “been off 
having fun with the fellows.” He never struck 
her; and he expended only $125 in paying de- 
tectives. He said he was poor, so poor, in fact, 
that he had to wear his heavy Winter clothing 
last Summer. Other persous made affidavits to 
the effect that Mrs. Jacobson used to meet gentle- 
men in the street. One woman swore that she 
saw her at a distance talking to a man, who, 
from the chatty and cheerful manner between 
them, she was certain was not Mr. Jacobson. 

Judge Bookstaver’s principal reason for decid- 
ingin Mrs. Jacobson’s favor on the motion is 
embodied in the following extract. from his 
memorandum: ‘ The plaintiff has had sufficient 
money to hire private and irresponsible detect- 
ives to hound his wife and spy out all her move- 
ments. i think, therefore, there can be no hard- 
ship in requiring him to pay alimony and a rea- 
sonable eounsel fee.” 


ELECTION OF 


AN ABBOT. 


A NEW HEAD FOR THE BENEDICTINE 
ABBEY AT NEWARK. 

The preparatory ceremonies of the elec- 
tion of a new Abbot of St. Mary’s Benedictine 
Abbey at Newark, N. J., began Monday evening, 
with the usual prayer and meditation in the 
Community Chapel. The Right Rev. Archabbot 
Bonifan Wimmer, of St. Vineent’s Abbey, West- 
moreland County, Penn., presided. Each priest 
took an oath for the faithful performance of his 


duty, and then three tellers for the election were 
appointed. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning a solemn high 
mass was celebrated in St. Mary’s Church by 
Father Ambrose, assisted by the usual number 
of ministers. Abbot Wimmer occupied the 
throne, and all the priests of the community 
were present. The church was filled with a 
large congregation. At the conclusion of the 
mass Abbot Wimmer and the priests retired to 
the abbey chapel. After the singing of the hymn 
“Veni Creator Spiritus” by the clergy Abbot 
Wimmer, who is the head of the order in this 
country, advised the 14 prtests to vote, regard- 
less of personal or worldly motives, for the man 
best adapted to the office. The voting began at 
9:30 o’clock, and occupied just one hour. Three 
ballots were taken, the third being a unanimous 
vote for the Rev. Hilary Pfraengle. The clergy 
then sang the “Te Deum” and the election was 
over. 

The newly elected Abbot, who will occupy the 
position made vacant by the resignation of 
Abbot M#lliox, isan American. He was born in 
Butler, Penn., May 9, 1843. He entered the 
Benedictine Order in 1862, and, after serving 
his novitiate, was ordained May 22,1866. He 
was soon sent to Rome to complete his studies. 
After a course of two years he received the de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity at the College of the 
Sapienza. On his return to the United States he 
began teaching theology at St. Vincent’s College. 
His learning won the esteem and consideration 
of his superiors, andin 1872 Father Hilary was 
made Director of the college, which position he 
still holds. Heis popularin his order, and car- 
ries with him the esteem and confidence of all 
with whom he ever became acquainted. 

The result of the election was at once tele- 
graphed to the new Abbot. The an- 
nouncement of the élection was also for- 
warded to Rome, and upon its  ap- 
approval by the Popethe ceremony of blessing 
the new Abbot and installing him in office will 
be performed by the Right Rev. W. Michael 
Wigger, of Newark. The duties and powers of 
the Abbot are in a restricted sensé similar to 
those of a Bishop. He will have full control 
over the abbey and power to make changes 
among the priests and to fill vacancies in the 
offices of the order,

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THE TROITING OONGRESS, 


A REPORT CONDEMNING SECRETARY 


VAIL’S METHODS, 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 16.—The ad-' 
journed meeting of the American Turf Congress, 


tary Vail, was called to order at 3 o’élock this aft: 
ernoon at the Kennard House by President James 
Grant. Two hundred and Twenty-six delegates 
were present. E. 8. Edwards, William 8, Tilt, 
and David Bonner, the committee appointed at 


the Chicago meeting to investigate the affairs of 
the Secretary, made their report, which, together 
with the report of the expert accountant and an 
appendix consisting of complaints from different 
associations, makes @ pamphlet of over 40 pages. 
The committee say: “From observation it is 
apparent that much useless expense and waste 
of labor is ineurred in the conduct of 
the oflice. A repetition of the work often oe- 
curs, and the wretched system adopted to record 
the finances of the association has necessarily 
created much confusion, where a proper and 
well organized system would have produced 
better results at much less cost. That there was 
studied neglect of his duty and an obstinate re- 
fusal on the part of the Secretary to furnish 
members with information they were entitled 
to at the hands of the servant of the associa- 
tion is plain from the tenor of the accompany- 
ing communication. The report of J. Yolden, of 
New-York, shows that Mr. Vail has paid over to 
the Treasurer all monéys held by him for the 
association, the last payment having been made 
but a short time since.” 

The separ: of the committee was received and 
filed and the statement of the expert account- 
ant referred to the Board of Review. New-York 
Was chosen as the next place of meeting, after 
which the congress adjourned, There was con- 
siderable excitement at the adjournment. Fistus 
J. Wade, of St. Louis, wanted to offer a resolu- 
tion thanking the investigating committee, but 
was prevented from doing so.

ADJT.-GEN. DRUMS REPORT.

RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING THA 
MILITIA OF THE SEVERAL STATES. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—In his annual repon 
of the operations of his office during the past year, 
Adjt.-Gen. Drum devotes some space to recom. 
mendations touching the improvement of the mi- 
litia. Referring to the reports of the inspecting 
officers he says: ‘‘ While just but kind criticism 
points out many defects, (none that cannot be rem. 
edied by men exhibiting the military zeal and pride 
that animate the State militias,) the reports unmis- 
takably evince a slowly maturing temper and char- 
acter destined to still more closely unite the 
regular army and the militia, the twin parts of the 
defensive power of the Government.” The Adju- 
tant-General then makes the following recommenda- 
tions: State encampments, to be of absolute bene- 
fit, should at least be of 10 days’ duration, and, 
while established at convenient points looking to 
economy in the concentration of the troops, should 
be at a sufficient distance from the homes of the 
members of the command in order to overcome busi- 
ness and social influences, which .seriously affect 
efforts at imparting instruction and holding the men 
in hand for drills, target practice, guard duty, &e. 
Camps should be divested of every appearance of 
holiday character. ‘The programine of military 
exercises should exclude elementary com- 
pany drills, and the time of the encampment 
devoted to instruction and practice in skirmish and 
battalion drills and guard duty. As most of the 
fighting mthe future must be done in open order, 
thorough acquaintance with the skirmish drill is of 
the highest importance. Officers should be required 
to recite upon the dutieS of guards and sentinels, 
and instruction in guard duty be given to the 
men in the armories. So far as fatigue uniform or 
dress for field service is concerned, it would 
be of advantage for the anthorities of each 
State to prescribe a simple, plain, but serviceable 
fatigue uniform for all its troops, to which compa- 
nies might gradually conform within a limited 
time, say;ome year. This is not intended to inter: 
fere with the right of each command to wear such 
full dress uniform as it may have selected for wear 
on reviews, parades, and other occasions of pure 
ceremony. Obsolete arms and ammunition in the 
hands of State troops should be replaced by im- 
proved guns of the same pattern as in the hands of 
the regular army and suitabie ammunition provided. 
Exhibition drills, while interesting as showing to 
what degree of mechanical precision a body of men 
can be trained to aftain in movements and motions, 
are an undesirable feature of military camps. In 
many instances the development of extreme smart- 
ness in drill involves the neglect of some of the most 
important and solid parts of a soldier's training. 

Attention is called to the loss to the Government 
arising from the frequency of application for dis- 
charge from the army, 1nd the report suggests the 
propriety of enacting legislation making discharges 
conditional on reimbursement to the Government of 
the expense of recruiting and transportation, ex- 
cept in cases where the long and faithful service of 
the applicant constitutes an element of favorable 
consideration. 

Regret is expressed at the reduction of the ap- 
propriations as compared with the estimates for the 
support of the military prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
and itis said that as aresult scarcely any progress 
has been made in bringing its capacity to the point 
required to afford accommodations and profitablé 
employment for all the military prisoners who 
should properly be sent there. ‘The Adjutant- 
General also reports the insufliciency of the 
appropriations for payment of the small 
donations to prisoners on discharge, and expresses 
regret at the limitation of operations for the pub- 
lic interest, the more so that such operations are for 
remedying an evil seriously affecting an important 
branch of the public service. The money value of the 
work performed by prisoners in the manufactures 
was $38,389, which was within $50 of one half of 
all the expenses of the prison forthe year, and the 
opinion is expressed that the prison will soon be 
self-supporting. In regard to the unsatisfactor 
quality of the shoes manufactured in the prison it is 
Stated that the trouble arose from defective last 
miodels and in details of construction that have, it is 
believed, been remedied. 

Inareport te the Lieutenant-General, Adjt.-Gen. 
Drum expresses the opinion, based upon an examina- 
tion of reports, thatthe present voluntary school 
system in the army is a failure, and from inherent 
radical defects will remain so. Those of the men 
who are the most ignorant, and therefore in the 
greatest need of instruction, are the most averse to 
attendschool. The attendance of this class of men, 
he says, should be made compulsory. There is no 
question, says the report, that military schools prop- 
erly organized and efficiently taught would prove a 
very great benefit to the rank and file of the army; 
but amiong the necessary requisites for successful 
results instruction must be made a military duty, 
and the hours of attendance should be during the 
day.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 16.—Some stir was cre- 
ated in business circles to-day by the assign- 
ment of Cohn, Sampliner & Co, wholesale dealers 
in furnishing, fancy and dry goods, and notions. 
Hitherto the firm has been reckoned among the 
most substantial in this city, and the assignment 
excited no small degree of surprise. The part- 
ners are Herman Cohn, Simon Sampliner, and 
Joseph Rich, who with A. W. Sampliner also 
constituted the firm of A. W. Sampliner & Co., 


large dealers in ladies’ garments. Notice was 
published to-day that the partnership of A. W.

other three. It is announced that the assign- 
ment of Cohn, Sampliner & Co, wil 
not affect A. W. Sampliner & Co. 
The liabilities of Cohn, Sampliner & Oo. 
are given as about $200,000, and the assets are 
roughly estimated at $175,000, of which $100,- 
000 consists of bills which the firm has been un- 
able to collect in time to avert financial disaster, 
The house has been established 24 years and did 
@ business of about $500,000 yearly. It has had 
the best of credit and has been a customer of 
some New-York houses for 20 years. Mr. Sam- 

liner attributes the failure to some enemy who 
ast month circulated the panies that the firm 
was insolvent, whereupon creditors pressed their 
claims so hard that the assignment was forced. 
He hopes that affairs will be adjusted within a 
few days in a way to satisfy the hundred and 
more creditors in New-York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and Chicago. Emil Joseph, the Assignee, 
gave bond in $100,000. 


BALTIMORE. Noy. 16.—A meeting of the 
creditors of P. H. Hiss & Co., furniture dealers, 
who recently made an assignment for the benetit 
of creditors, was held here to-day. The liabili- 
ties were stated at $250,000, of which $50,000 
is protected by the lien law. The indebtedness 
to the banks is: Bank of Baitimore, $35,000; 
Mechanics’ Bank, $35,000; Western Bank, $20,- 
000, all of this city, and Metropolitan Bank, 
Washington, $10,000. The assets are said to 
largely exceed the liabilities. 


Newport, N. H., Nov. 16.—Lucius La- 
throp, owner of the Diamond Mill property and 
several tenement blocks, has disappeared, owing 
a large amount of borrowed money. Eleven at- 
tachments, amounting to $10,000, have been put 
on his property. He went to Boston last week 
for tinancial assistance, failing to secure which, 
it is alleged, he fled. Considerable hardship 
will result to a large number of persons who are 
seriously involved in the failure. 


Erie, Penn., Nov. 16—The business em- 
barrassment of the firm of W. W. Pierce & Co., 
hard ware dealers, culminated to-night in a fail- 
ure. The concern is in the hands of the Sheriff. 
The liabilities are $61,000. The assets will more 
than half-cover the inflebtedness. The principal 
ereditors are New-York and Chicago jobbing 
houses. Mr. Pierce atributes the failure to un- 
just mercantile reports sent off concerning busi- 
ness and transactions not connected with the 
hardware firm.

POSTMASTER HARRITY’S TROUBLES. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—It is probable 
ghat the Civil Service Commissioners will pro- 
ceed to Philadelphia on Monday next to begin 
an investigation into the charges made against 
Postmaster Harrity by the Pennsylvania Civil 
Service Reform Association. Commissioner Ed- 
gerton was averse to ordering the investigation, 
and it is doubtful if he will attend the hearing 
in Philadelphia. In addition to the formal 


charges against the Postmaster preferred by the 
Civil Service Reform Association several other 
communications bearing upon the subject have 
been received by the Commissioners. One writer 
takes up the charge that Postmaster Har- 
rity acquired an unlawful knowledge of the 
civil service register, as alleged to be 
shown by his distribution of appointments 
to the different wards of’ Philadelphia. 
He declares that all of the four men living in his 
ward who were cited by name in support of the 
eharge were appointed by officials in Washing- 
ton and not by the Postmaster. Touching the 
eharge of political discrimination in making ap- 
pointments the same person discloses that he is 
cognizant of the names of three persons (who 
were not named by the association) living in his 
ward who received appoirtments at the hands of 
Postmaster Harrity, and that one of them is a 
Republican in politics. Concerning another 
charge to the effect that the Postmaster made 
permanent appointments of applicants, instead 
of the probationary appointments required by 
the rules, Commissioner Oberly said that no 
matter what form the appointments bore they 
were of necessity probationary, for it was be- 
yond the power of the Postmaster to make a per- 
manent appointment in the case of a person en- 
tering the service under the civil service rules.

NEW SURFACE ROAD PLANS, 

It is expected that at to-day’s meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen action will be taken upon 
the proposition to give the consent of the city to 
the St. Nicholas and Cross-town Railroad Com- 
pany to lay double tracks through a part of 
Fourth-avenue, in the upper part of the city, 
and One Hundred and Twenty eighth-street. 
Some of the property holders along the pro- 
posed route strongly object_to the plans of the 
horse railroad company, and have petitioned the 
Aldermen not to grant its request. They point 
out that at least one-half of Fourth-avenue is 
now occupied by the tunnel and tracks of the 
Harlem Railroad, and of the use of this portion 
the public is absolutely deprived. There was, 
the petitioners say, an implied understanding 
when tne tunnel was constructed that the 
avenue should not be burdened with any 
other railroads except such as might use 
the tunnel. To lay surface tracks the grade 
of the avenue would have to be changed. The 
petitioners call attention to the fact that be- 
tween One Hundred and Twenty-ninth and One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth streets there are no 
means of crossing Fourth-avenue except on ele- 
vated bridges for foot passengers, and that to 
lay the proposed double tracks would be to give 
up the entire avenue to railroads and to depreci- 
ate the value of adjoining property. The pro- 
posed road through One Hundred and Twenty- 
pighth- street is declared to be neither neces- 
jary nor wanted by the public.

OHICAGO DISEASED CATTLE. 
Cuicaco, Nov. 16.—The Veterinarians’ 
€onvention this morning listened to and briefly 
discussed the report of a committee appointed to 
investigate the cattle disease of this city. The 
report is that the disease now prevalent in the 


distillery stables and elsewhere in the city of 
Chicago and vicinity is pleuro-pneumonia. The 
committee, composed of VY. T,. Atchison, D. EF. 
Salmon, James D. Hopkins, J. W. Gadsden, and 
P. Paquin, recommended that all diseased cattle 
beslaughtered. A resolution was proposed declar- 
ing the practice of inoculation to be extremely 
dangerous and objectionable in the present con- 
diticn of affairsin this country, and one which 
should be discouraged by the veterinarian pro- 
fession and be prohibited by iaw as long as there 
is a possibility of stamping out the disease. An 
effort was made to suppress this resolution, and 
it will meet with much opposition when brought 
to passage.

“CLEVELAND MEN.” 

There is a notable increase at Washing- 
ton and at the various political centres 
throughout the Union of whatare described 
as ‘“‘Cleveland men.” That is to say, men 
prominent in the Democratic Party who at 
the adjournment of Congress last Summer 
were far from friendly to the President, 
who had grudges against him because they 
had not got all they wanted in the way of 
offices, or were offended by his views, or 
found his policy interfering in one way or 
another with their personal and party plans, 
are now found to be warm in the praise 
either of his popularity or of his merits, 
Some of these changes are probably due to 
the fact that the steady course of the de- 
partments under the President has been oc- 
casionally modified in a manner to soothe 
opposition within the party. Some are due 
to the sagacity that perceives the strength of 
Mr. CLEVELAND with the: people, including 
his own party, that is proud of his general at- 
titude and of the recognition of his excel- 
lence by those who were his opponents. Some 
of the changes are also beyond question due 
to a closer familiarity with the President’s 
actual conduct, and a candid admission 
that he is remarkably right in his intentions 
and in his policy. 

lt will be interesting to watch the de-

STRIKES THAT FAIL. 

The strike in the Chicago stock yards has 
terminated in the same kind of humiliation 
and defeat that resulted from the strike on 
the Third-Avenue Railroad in this city and 
on the Missouri Pacific line in ,the South- 
west. It has not proved quite so disastrous 
to the workmen because it was ordered off 
in time to give a part of the ‘strikers a 
chance to recover the employment which 
they had given up at the command of 
the officers of their assembly of the 
Knights of Labor. As in the other cases, 
the strike failed for the simple reason that 
it was not justified. Much trouble and loss 
has been caused to the employers, but the 
worst consequences have befallen the work- 
men themselves, They have gained nothing 


of the employers against a sudden loss of 
their working force. 

There is nothing which employers are 
more anxious to avoid than a general strike 
of their workmen, and as a tule they will 
make every reasonable concession rather 
than incur one of these vexatious and cost- 
ly interruptions of their business. It is only 
when the demands of their workmen are 
unreasonable and cannot be complied with 
without greater injury than a strike is like- 
ly to inflict that they are disposed to make 
a contest. But there is one thing which 
they cannot be expected to surrender, and 
that is the control of their own business, 
Without retaining that they cannot hope 
for success or profit, and they might as well 
give up the business altogether. Least of 
all can they surrender its management to 
the dictation of outside persons whose sole 
right to intérfere is based on the fact that 
they are officers of an organization of which 
the laborers are members. 

The horse railroad companies of this city 
had no great difficulty in reaching an agree- 
ment with their employés in regard to 
wages and the hours of labor. It was only 
when the committee of a labor organiza- 
tion undertook to dictate whom they should 
employ and whom they should discharge 
that they made a stand. In Chicago the 
butchers and packers consented to the 
experiment of eight hours’ work and 
ten hours’ pay which was demanded 
by the Knights of Labor, but they 
were able to demonstrate in a few months 
that it was not permanently practicable. It 
had to be given up. Then the local! officers 
of the Knights became unreasonable and 
dictatorial. They did not consult the in- 
terests of the workmen for whom they pro- 
fessed to be acting any more than those of 
the employers. They insisted on the eight- 
hour plan when it was a manifest failure 
and provoked a céntest which was sure to 
be disastrous to the workmen. 

The Chicago packers and butchers have 
been driven to the same position as that 
taken by the Third-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany and the Missouri Pacific. They be- 
gan to fill the places of the strikers with 
new men on the assurance that their em- 
ployment would be permanent, and that 
they would not be discharged to give 
place to former workmen. The strikers 
have been compelled to accept this 
condition. in going back to work, and 
to consent to work side by side with 
nou-union men. They are forced moreover 
to agree not to give up their work again 
without two weeks’ notice and to makea 
déposit of money to insure the performance 
of this contract. This humiliating result 
is due entirely to the fact that the strike 
had no reasonable ground and that it was 
kept up after its futility was demonstrated. 
All such strikes are destined to failure, for 
they compel employers to take a stand for 
their own protection, and when they are 
driven to that position the workmen must 
sooner or later give in or lose their chance 
of re-employment. 


THE BELL COMPANY’S GREED. 
The contest between the Bell Telephone 


Company and the people of Rochester has | 


caused the people of Syracuse to make an 
inqniry concerning the condition of the tele- 
phone business in their city, and the results 
of this inquiry are not encouraging from 
their point of view. They learn that they 
are soon to suffer as other cities have from 
the greed of the great monopoly. For some 
years telephone service in Syracuse has been 
supplied by a local company incorporated 
under the general telegraph law of the State. 
Thiscompany has acontract with the Ameri- 
can Bell Company, by the terms of which 
it is allowed to pay $14 a year for the use 
of-telephone instruments whose entire cost 
is only $3 42. This contract will expire in 
February next. It is reported that the local 
company was offered the privilege of renew- 
ing the contract if it: would water its small 
but sufficient capital stock and give the 
American Bell a little more than 50 per 
cent. of it. Apparently no arrangement of 
that kind has been made, for the Syracuse 
Standard asserts that the business will go 
into new hands at the expiration of the con- 
tract in February. 

The Central New-York Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, which already con- 
trolled the business in Oneida, Herkimer, 
Otsego, Chenango, Madison, Jefferson, St. 
Lawrence, and Franklin Counties, has se- 
cured the franchise for Onondaga, and will 
set up a plant in’ Syracuse. The Standard is 
told that the American Bell holds a con- 
trolling interest in this company, “or will 
hold it ina short time.” Its informant de- 
clares that hisown experience has taught 
him that business can be done by a local 
oompany with the Boston company on no 
other terms. 2

stock of the Central New-York Company 
is, but the sworn testimony of the Boston 
company shows that in May, 1885, the 
American Bell owned 1,750 shares of that 
stock, its par value being $175,000, and 
that it was entitled to receive dividends 
upon these shares from March 1, 1885, 
These shares were exacted as payment for a 
‘‘ franchise,” or inuther words in return for 
the privilege of paying the Boston company 
every year for the use of instruments four 
times the entire cost price of the same, A 
local company that yields to the demands of 
the greedy American Bell must exact from 
its patrons rates high enough not only to pay 
these exorbitant rent charges or royalties, 
but also to pay to the Bell Company divi- 
dends upon watered stock. The people of 
Syracuse fear that the transfer of the busi- 
ness which will take place in February will 
be followed by the exaction of higher rates, 
and probably this fear is well founded. 
Such has been the effect of the American 
Bell’s policy in other cities. The people of 
Rochester now. see what happens when 
a local company is induced by the 
monopoly ‘to raise its capital from 
$300,000 to $600,000 and then surrender 
te the monopoly as a gift nearly one-half 
of this stock. The local company in Provi- 
dence, whose contract will soon expire, has 
been forced to make its peace with the 
American Bell by agreeing to hand over 35 
per éent. of its stock, and to smooth the 
way for this transaction it has decided to 
ask the Legislature for permission to inflate 
its capital from $250,000 to $800,000. 
Neither the American Bell nor the Provi- 
dence company will be inclined to go with- 
out dividends, and by the imposition of 
higher rates for service the people will be 
forced to pay the dividends required. 

“The Bell Telephone Company,” says the 
Syracuse Standard, ‘“‘is undoubtedly the 
most greedy business concern in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, and, thanks to the success 
which it appears to have in manipulating 
patent offices and court rooms, it is con- 
stantly getting a tighter grip in every coun- 
ty and city on the continent.” There is a 
great deal of truth in this. The parent com- 
pany has undertaken, by exacting thou- 
sands of shares of stock from lo- 
cal organizations, to impose upon the 
people a tax far greater than a 
reasonable profit upon the _ capital 
invested would require. This tax is paid 
upon watered stock created by the com- 
mands or demands of the American Bell. A 
notable example is the New-England com- 
pany, whose stock was watered up to 
$12,000,000, of which $6,215,600 was 
taken by the American Bell, which insisted 
upon “putting in” its Boston Exchange at 
$3,894,300, although the same represented 
an investment of only $129,550. 

It is greed like this that tends to make 
our patent system unpopular among citizens 
who pay the exorbitant rates exacted by 
such monopolies. It is greed like this that 
creates support for bills now pending in 
Congress that provide for changes that 
would practically overthrow that system. 


MEDICAL ETHICS. 

The Evening Post has undertaken to in- 
vestigate the grounds for a statement, made 
in an advertisement published by itself, of 
the higher percentage of recoveries in hos- 
pital cases treated by homoeopathic phy- 
sicians over those treated by physicians of 
the “old school.” The investigation does 
not shed much light on the particular point 
in question, but it does reveal what to many 
people will seem'a curious state of things. 
It seems to be agreed that comparative- 
ly few physicians now treat their 
patients on an exclusively ‘“ homeopathic” 
or an exclusively “allopathic” system. On 
the one hand it is admitted that physicians 
give less heroic doses than they did before 
HAHNEMANN’S theories had become the 
foundation of a school. On the other hand 
it is not disputed that most physicians*who 
call themselves homeopathic employ reme- 
dies which are not applicable according to 
the rule that like cures like, which is sup- 
posed to embody the distinguishing princi- 
ple of homeopathy. 

There is nothing in this that is new to 
those who*have conversed much with edu- 
cated physicians about their profession. 
Nor is there anything in it discreditable to 
physicians of either school, exceptin so far as 
the professions of a physician differ from 
his practice. There is no reputable physi- 
cian who would deny either that he was 
willing to employ whatever remedies 
experience had shown to be effica- 
cious, or that he was constantly on the 
lookout for such remedies, to whatever 
“school” they belonged, or whether or not 
they belonged to any. In facta physician 
who should deny either of these impeach- 
ments would suffer by his denial, both in 
practice andin standing. Tosay thisisas 
much as to say that the practice of medi- 
cine is both empirical and eclectic, although 
a physician who calls himself an eclectic is 
denounced as a quack by both “ schools,” 
and the word empiric is used as if it 
were synonymous with quack. It would 
in fact be a very grave offense for a physi- 
cian either to refuse to employ medicines 
that had been shown to be useful, or to neg- 
lect to inform himself upon the usefulness 
of medicines in use by any body of physi- 
It is only the younger and more 
zealous doctors who vindicate their princi- 
ples at the expense of their patients. As 
they gain experience they become convinced 
that the business of a physician is to cure, 
or if cure be not possible, to relieve his 
patients. 

In medicine, as in everything else, educa- 
tion cools the fervor of partisanship, and in 
the practice of medicine by educated phy- 
sicians partisanship has nearly disappeared. 
This fact makes it all the more ridicu- 
lous and monstrous to assume the position 
held by the advocates of the “ old code” of 
medical ethics. According to this code a 
regular physician who is called to consult 
with an irregular physician must not 
do so. He holds that the irregular 
physician is necessarily a quack whose min- 
istrations can do nothing but mischief to 
the patient, and he thereupon refuses to do 
anything to mitigate this mischief by giv- 
‘ing the quack advice even at the quack’s 
request. This is a most inhuman course 
for a man to take, even if the assump- 
tion involved in it were trun In 
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point of fact it is taken by men who are, 
or ought to be, willing to investigate 
the evidence in favor of the quack’s treat- 
ment and of any new remedies he may 
have introduced, and to adopt the remedies 
if the evidence points to that course. Con- 
sidering the actual condition of medical 
practice the refusal of one educated phy- 
sician to advise another educated physicia », 
because the latter is or has been known as 
a ‘*homeopath” is as ridiculous as his re- 
fusal to rescue the patient from an ignorant 
pretender is barbarous, It is difficult to 
decide whether the “code of ethics” is more 
silly than immoral, or more immoral than 
silly. 


THE RUSSIAN CANDIDABPE. 

The acceptance by Bulgaria of NICOLAS, 
Prince of Mingrelia, as her ruler, would be 
acomplete trinmph for Russia in the long 
Balkan controversy. Itis not likely that the 
Czar has this time selected a candidate in- 
sufficiently Russian. It is true that the 
Prince of Battenberg was an officerin the 
Russian Army like the Prince of Mingrelia, 
and a nephew of the Czarina; but the re- 
proach of German birth and belongings 
which clung to him is wanting in Prince 
Nicouas, who has long been a favorite at 
the Imperial Court, and would presumably 
govern Bulgaria in Russian interests. The 
success gained by the Czarin the abdication 
of Prince ALEXANDER would be repeated 
in the choice of such a successor. 

That England and Austria could be 
heartily pleased with such a result, even if 
it should receive their formal assent, is hard- 
ly conceivable. But from the first they 
have contented themselves with protesting 
only against the armed occupation of Bul- 
garia by Russia. Indeed even this is only 
an inference from Count KALNoKy’s ad- 
dress to the Delegations at Pesth. The 
Marquis of SALISBURY went much further 
in his bitter anti-Russian speech at the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet, which if madebyan 
Austrian or German statesman occupying an 
equivalent position might have convulsed 
Continental politics. Yet England refused 
to take the initiative against Russia, and 
Bulgaria received no help in her effort to 
choose a ruler to her liking. Now she is 
offered a ruler whom Russia likes, and the 
only consolation for Austria and England 
is that under a regular Government shemay 
beinless danger of excessess that might 
cause the landing of Russian forces on her 
territory. 

With the Prince of Mingrelia ruling at 
Sofia, Russia could hope to make Bulgaria 
her centre of operations in the Balkan Pe- 
ninsula, there threatening alike Austria and 
Turkey. King MILaNn might in due time be 
kidnaped or forced to abdicate, while Rou- 
mania would appear less like a barrier 
against Russian aggression than like a 
country surrounded by Russian influences, 
into whose vortex she was ready to fall. 
The ports of Varna in Bulgaria and 
Bourgas in Eastern Roumelia would be 
practically Russia’s for warlike purposes, 
and the old cry of Panslavism would be re- 
vived. For Bulgaria the dream of autono- 
my would vanish under a ruler forced upon 
her by Russia after a struggle like that 
which has been going on. Bulgaria, how- 
ever, might be driven to accept Russian do- 
minion to avoid political chaos. 

It must be remembered that Prince ALEx- 
ANDER’S original fault in the Czar’s eyes 
was his refusal to accept the Russian repre- 
sentative at Sofia as his mentor and political 
director. With the death of his patron, 
Czar ALEXANDER II., he also considered his 
personal obligations at an end, temporarily 
suspended the organic law which had been 
elaborated in purely Russian interests, and, 
when the present Czar resented this course, 
made a grand sweep of Russian officials. 
Then came the Russian intrigue to unite 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia under an- 
other Prince, which ALEXANDER frustrated 
by a premature consummation of the plan 
under his own rulership, to the rage of 
Russia. How can it be doubted that the 
present Czar has picked out a man of an 
entirely different spirit as ALEXANDER’Ss 
successor? Russia’s candidate, if confirmed, 
will unquestionably be expected to carry 
Bulgaria back through all her steps of inde- 
pendence toward subserviency to St. Peters- 
burg. 


The formal proceedings taken by the Re- 
publican County Committee, on the com- 
plaint of Mr. THORNDIKE RICE, against Mr. 
MICHAEL CREGAN, amount merely to the 
appointment of a sub-committee to take 
testimony and report. Inasmuch as Justice 
PATTERSON, Mr. JOHN D. Lawson, and 
Mr. JOHN E. BRODSKY constitute a ma- 
jority of . this sub-committee it is 
not unfair to say that it will begin 
work with a well defined prepossession in 
favor of the inculpated “ boy.” This makes 
it all the more necessary that its sessions 
should be public. The Republican organi- 
zation in this city has not yet taken the 
ground that it is a church, ora club, with 
the proceedings of which the general public 
is not concerned, though it has sometimes 
acted asif it were. The evident facts are 
that Mr. CREGAN collected an assessment 
from Mr. Rice for looking out in various 
proper and lawful ways for the interests 
of Mr. RIcE as a candidate for Congress, 
and that the tickets of Mr. R1ck’s competi- 
tor were, therefore, run out of the Repub- 
lican boxes in Mr. CREGAN’s district. 
Either” Mr. CreGan connived at this 
piece of treachery or he was un- 
able to prevent it, and in _ either 
case it appears that he obtained 
Mr. Ricr’s money under false pretenses. 
It is entirely possible that the perfidy of 
CREGAN, or his incompetency to do what he 
undertook todo, deprived the Republican 
Party of a representative in Congress; and 
this is an‘ offense which the Republican 
County Committee can scarcely afford to 


ignore. 
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Our wheat crop was large, but we have 
already sent a goodly portion of it to Eu- 
rope. The export clearances of wheat and 
flour from four Atlantic ports yesterday 
were equivalent to 491,000 bushels of 
wheat. The quantity of wheat. exported in 
the first four months of the current fiscal 
year—July, August, September, and Octo- 
ber—was 52,009,482 bushels, flour included 
at the rate of four and a half bush- 


months of last year the quantity exported 
was less than 26,000,000 bushels, and for 
the entire year the wheat exports amounted 
to less than 95,000,000. It does not seem 
probable that the export movement will be- 
come less active during the remainder of 
this year, for the local effect of short crops 
abroad does not appear to have been fully 
realized thus far. Foreign consumers are 
fortunate in having been able up to this 
time to get American wheat at low prices.. 


A flagrant case of plagiarism has been ex- 
posed by Mr. HENRY D. HARROWER, the author 
of a pamphlet entitled “Captain Glazier and 
His Lake,” just published by Ivison, BLAKE- 
MAN, TAYLOR & Co. Capt. WILLARD GLAZIER 
is the person who asserts that in 1881 he dis- 
covered the true source of the Mississippi River 
in @ small lake near Lake Itasca, which was 
named Lake Glazier by the members of 
his exploring party. Mr. HARROWER and 
the publishers of his pamphlet have been urged 
to recognize in their geographical publications 
the claims of Capt. GLAzIER. The volume which 
is now given to the public cleare the way fora 
presentation of the results of an exploration of 
the region about Lake Itasca, now being made 
by an expedition sentout by Ivison, BLAKEMAN, 
TaYLor & Co. Inthe course of an examination 
of authorities Mr. HARROWER perceived that 
GLAZIER, in a long article entitled ‘‘ The 
Recent Discovery of the True Source of 
the Mississippi,” contributed to the American 
Meteorological Journal, and appearing in that 
publication in 1884, had copied word for word 
and presented as a record of his own experience 
pages of SCHOOLCRAFT’S “Narrative of an Ex- 
pedition to Lake Itasca in 1832,” published in 
1834 by HARPER & BROTHERS. Mr. HARROWER 
prints fourteen long extracts fram SCHOOLCRAFT 
by the side of the plagiarized portions of GLa- 
ZIER’s article, and closes the display of evidence 
by showing that GLAZIER even copied from 
an earlier work of SCHOOLCRAFT’s a record 
of meteorological observations covering the last 
half of July and the first days of August, 1820. 
In GLAZIER’s account the same record of ob- 
servations is made to do duty for the correspond- 
ing days in July and August, 1881! When 
the report of Ivison, BLAKEMAN, TAYLOR & Co.’s 
expedition appears it will doubtless be an inter- 
esting and valuable contribution to geographical 
literature, but it will not be necessary then to 
demolish GLAZIER’s pretensions. The work has 
already been done by Mr. HARROWER.

A STATEMENT BY DR. MWOOSH.

T hasten to express my acceptance of the 
explanation given by Dr. Holmes, that only two 
lines of his poem relate to Princeton. As I 
heard him read, without the punctuation now 
in his printed poem, I understood that the fol- 
lowing four lines referred to Princeton: 

“ O’er Princeton’s sands the far reflections steal, 
Where mighty Edwards stamped his iron heel. 
Nay, on the hill where old beliefs were found, 

Fast as if Styx had girt them nine times round.” 
But he now explains that the two last of these 
lines relate to the creed of Andover. I must, 
therefore, leave them with that institution. 

I have also to acknowledge the favors shown by 
Harvard College to me personally in the matter 
of a degree, and could expect nothing further. 
But the fact remains that on the occasion of an 
important anniversary the good-will shown to 


other institutions all about us was withheld 
from Princeton, which I was invited to repre- 
sent. I acknowledge that Harvard had aright 
to bestow its honors where it chose, but, sur- 
rounded as [am by a body of Professors carry- 
ing on original research and printing their re- 
sults for the public in books and periodicals, I 
thought it strange that no notice was taken of 
our college. I still feel that [ had thesame right 
to give expression to my feelings of indignation 
as Harvard had to withhold the recognition she 
gave to others. 

I wish the public to understand that this is the 
first communication I have sent to the press on 
this subject.

FALSE IMPRESSIONS CORRECTED—A NOT- 
ABLE AUDIENCE EXPECTED. 
The final arrangements for the perform 


. anco of “The Archanians,” at the Academy of 


Music, on Friday night, are progressing with a 
harmony which promises well for the smooth- 
ness and excellence of the play. The rehearsals 
at Philadelphia have shown a most satisfactory 
advance over those of last Spring. The first at 
the Academy of Music here will take place this 
morning, and, with one more on Thursday, the 
notable representation will be ready for the 
notable audience, for the people have already 
given an enthusiastic financial and moral sup 
port. 

The committee in charge have regretted that 
s0 much emphasis has been laidin the publie no- 
tices of the play upon “the Greek,” of thecomedy,

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DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 


DALY’S THEATRE. 

The new comedy made known at Daly’s 
Theatre last evening, and received with delight 
by @ large audience, is an adaptation by Mr. 
Daly from a French instead of a German source, 
but, as it possesses all the qualities expected 
of a new piece at this theatre, the differ- 
ence will scarcely be noted by the or- 
finary playgoer. It will be said, simply, 
that the new Daly play is one of the best of the 
Jot, and only the inquiring minds that dissect a 
dramatic work will discover wherein “Love in 
Harness” differs from its predecessors in the 
brilliant and entertaining series. Critical analy- 
sis, however, will reveal the work of a keener 
mind and more facile pen in the new 
piece than in some of the others. The fun is less 
boisterous, the superficial features of the fable 
Jess fantastic, while there is an element of real- 
ity in the play that does not owe its existence to 
the skill of the actors, and a vein of delicate 
Buggestiveness in the text that unmistakably 
betrays its French origin. The original is 
“Ye Bonheur Conjugal,” by M. Alpin Val- 
abregne, a playwright whose efforts until re- 
cently have been confined to the production 
of short pieces. His present work, while it 
scarcely reveals the hand of a master, is suf- 
ficiently original and clever to bear with it 
mouch promise for the author’s future. The 
French comedy has been adapted by Mr. Daly 
with his accustomed skill, and the scene of 
**Love in Harness; or, Hints to Hymen,’ has 
been laid in New-York, while the charac- 
ters are easily recognized as types of 
our own fellow-citizens.. The transfer of M. 
Valabregne’s wine into Mr. Daly’s bottle has 
been made very successfully, although we infer 
that just a little of the Gallic intoxicant was 
spilled in the operation. There is a faint trace 
of the equivocal that is certainly less faint 
in the original. But the piece fairly 
sparkles with wit, and 1t bears so well the 
flavor of its new locality that, with the 
exception of a short scene in Act L where a 
New-York father and mother are made to ap- 
pear unduly anxious in regard to their daugn- 
ter's deportment in the presence of the young 
man she is to marry, there is little in “Love m 
Harness,” beyond its wit and elegance, to denote 
its foreign origin. It is a three-act comedy 
with a decided tendency in the direction of 
farce, but with an undercurrent of downright 
seriousness init; the sentiment of the play is 
generally suggested rather than revealed, and 
the moral of it is wholesome and pointed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Joblots have lived together hap- 
pily formany years; they are wealthy and are 
blessed with three charming daughters. Two of 
the young ladies have married well, and the 
third is betrothed toa young: physician of ex- 
cellent family, who seems likely to develop 
into a desirable son-in-law. But, alas! on the 
very eve of Miss Jenny’s wedding her sisters 
return to their father’s house with all their per- 
sonal property. Mrs. Frederick Urquhart’s hus- 
band objects to wearing a swallowtail coat five 
nights in the week and waiting till6 A. M.in a 
ballroom while his wife waltzes with other men. 
Mrs. Julius Naggitt’s husband won’t eat cold veal 
for breakfast every day, and develops other 
objectionable traits. Both the young ladies are 
confident that the line of matrimonial policy they 
have adopted is identical with that so successful- 
ly followed by their mother. The old lady ex- 
plains, however, that though their father has al- 
‘ways obeyed her orders, she has never ordered 
him to do a thing that his own good sense 
did not tell him was the right thing to do; 
and the genial old gentleman cordially acknowl- 
edges the truth of her statement. The war has 
begun, and it seems likely that it will last along 
while; and the complications are  in- 
creased by Miss Jenny, whose glimpse of 


her sisters’ married life leads her to jilt 
the doctor and remain a spinster. The two 
wives are immovable; the two husbands 
adamant, and all is tears in the household of 
oblots. The husbands are both : ie fellows, 

r. Naggitt jovial, easy-tempered, and confi- 
flent that his wife will suceumb in the end and 
profit by the lesson; Mr. Urquhart jealous and 
melancholy. Naggitt himself is the medium 
through whom reconciliation is effected. He is 
sorry Jorthe Urquharts, for he is confident they 
love each other, and devises a plot by which 
they meet in the bachelor apartment he rents 
after his wife leaves him, each in search 
pf an imaginary rival. Through a deft 
use of theatrical device Mrs. Naggitt turns 
up at the same time with a_ similar 
object in view, and the old folks and the young 
couple are on hand, too, to prevent bloodshed. 
The explanations that naturally ensue remove 
all the difficulties, and poor old Mr. Joblots 
bestows a paternal blessing on three interesting 
couples. 

The performance of “ Love in Harness” enlist- 
ed the services of Mr. Drew as Frederick 
Urquhart, Miss Rehan as Una Urquhart, Mr. 
Lewis as Naggitt, Miss Dreher as Mrs. Naggitt, 

r. Fisher as Joblots, Mrs. Gilbert as Mrs. Job- 
ots,and Mr. Skinner as the young physician. 
Miss Lilian Hadley, a débutante, was naive and 

leasing as Miss Jenny; Miss Jean Gordon con- 

ributed, with capital effect, a sketch of a volatile 
French servingmaid; Mr. William Gilbert was a 
German servant, and Miss Lizzie St. Quentin 
was seen in the last act as an eccentric 
= & person who acts as servant and adviser to 

. Naggitt in his new flat. Miss St. Quentin 
had scarcely adapted herself to the key of the 
rest of the performance, but her acting was 
sprightly and will doubtless improve. Other- 
wise the performance was without a flaw. Mr. 
Lewis had a character enurely in his line, 
and his crisp, perky style was exhibited 
to the best advantage. Mr. Drew has rarely 
fione better work than in the scenes between 
the quarreling husband and wife; there was an 
undercurrent of earnestness in his acting that 
fid not detract from the humor of it, 
and his paroxysm of jealous rage at 
the close of act II. had just the 
right degree of comic force. Miss Rehan, 
superb in her new costumes, brought all 
the strength of her te agg, A to bear on 
the part of Mrs. Urquhart, while Mr. Fisher 
had a more clearly defined character than 
has lately fallen to his lot and a wholly 
congenial one as well. Mrs. Gilbert, too, 
was provided with one of those parts that best 
display her native humor and skill of expression. 
Mr. Skinner portrayed a mild-mannered, diffi- 
dent youth surprisingly well, and a par- 
ticularly warm reception was tendered to him 
and to Miss Dreher, as neither had been seen. be- 
fore this season. 

The play was mounted with more than usual 
richness, the set representing the parlors of Mr. 
Urquhart’s house, the joint production of two 
London scenic artists, being very costly and 
Slaborate, though not more tasteful or pleasing 
to the eye than the other two scenes made by 
Mr. James Roberts.

concert opened, was their least successful effort. 
Bach’s “ Fantaisie Chromatique,” which fol- 
lowed the sonata, was rendered with fluency 
and precision by Mlle. Jeanne Douste; the sub- 
sequent fugue was not nearly so well played. 
Altogether the concert afforded evident gratifi- 
cation to a fairly large and very kindly audience. 


ORGAN CONCERT. 

A new organ built by Mr. Hilborne L. 
Roosevelt for the South Church, situated at Fifth- 
tvenue and Twenty-first-street, was performed 
upon by Mr. Clarence Eddy last evening to the 
gratification of an assemblage that filled the 
place of worship which the instrument graces. 
The programme of music interpreted by Mr. 
Eddy was not of a kind to test in 
® very severe manner either the quali- 
tes of the organ or the talent of the 
Drganist; it was, in fact, better fitted to please a 
miscellaneous throng than to delight the critical 
listener. It was sufficiently comprehensive, how- 
ever, to convey a satisfactory idea of the perfec- 


tion of the instrument, which embraces the very 
latest improvements, and of the somewhat ex- 
ceptional character and delicacy of the tone it 
produces. The effect of the full organ is par- 
Ucularly fine, something of brilliancy bein 
not injudiciously sacrificed—if last night’s wor 
is to be viewed as at all worthy the occasion—to 
the Panett oe an ae ye me 4 og pow- 
erful of 80 e oF, 8 8 upon 
the main r of the ia the rear of the 


eing elevated to the level of the choir, 
which is slightly higher than the pulpit floor, 
Its dimensions are, width, 29 feet; depth, 13 feet, 
and height 31 feet 9 inches, though the apex of 
the case reaches to a height of 40 feet. Its total 
depth, including keyboards and the organist’s 
seat, is 16 feet Sinches, An interesting feature 
of the instrument is that many of its pipes 
are taken from the old organ, built about 
1858 by Thomas Robjohn, which had be- 
come historic in organ cireles owing to its 
containing many parts which were novel for the 
day. The most notable of these was the Vox 
Humana, taken from the old organ, which was 
the first one ever heard in this country, having 
been imported in 1863 by Mr. U. C. Burnap, then 
organist of the church. The stops and pipes of 
the instrument are as follows: Great organ, 11 
stops, 812 pipes; swell organ, 14 stops, 972 
pipes; choir organ, 8 stops, 464 — pipes; 
pedal organ, 7 stops, 210 pipes. Mr. Eddy’s 
rogramme last night ineluded Bach's 
‘antaisie and Fugue in G minor, Chopin’s 
Polonaise in A, opus 40; Guilmant’s “ Nuptial 
March,” Lemmers’s ‘‘ Storm” fantaisie, the vor- 
spiel to “ Lohengrin,” and some ad captandum 
pieces. The Chopin number was very well 
played, and so was Guilmant’s march. The or- 
ganist’s performance of the other compositions 
was not marked by conspicuous excellence. Mrs. 
Gerrit Smith sang twice during the course of the 
evening, Gounod’s “‘ There is a green hill’ being 
her first song and Cowen’s “ The Better Land” 
her second.

A LIVELY WAR EXPECTED. 


SERIOUS TROUBLE BREWING FOR THE 
CENTENNIAL BAPTIST CHURCH. 

The Rey. Justin D. Fulton and some of his 
parishioners are in such serious trouble that un- 
less a truce can be arranged there is danger that 
Dr. Fulton will soon be looking for a pulpit and 
the Centennial Baptist Church for a Pastor. 
Trouble has been brewing ever since last 
Summer. It dates almost from the time 
when Jeremiah Counsellor, of Newark, fell 
dead at the entrance to the Brooklyn Bridge, 
while on the way to business from the house or a 
family in Brooklyn. Dr. E. H. Knight was with 
Mr. Counsellor when he fell. The first thing Dr. 


Knight did was to telegraph toa Miss Donning- 
ton. Her arrival led to the discovery that Mr. 
Counsellor was @ regular visitor at her house, 
where he was supposed to occupy the relation of 
uncle or father, while for five days in the week 
he lived with his daughter in Newark. The 
daughter said she knew nothing of Miss Don- 
nington. 

This double life and the parties interested in it 
had about passed from public notice, when Dr. 
Fulton’s attention and ire were roused by the 
removal of Miss Donnington to Dr. Knight’s 
house. As Dr. Knight’s Pastor he thought he 
had arightto protest against such a perform- 
ance. His protest was both vehement and wide- 
spread. Dr. Knight promptly resented Dr. Ful- 
ton’s aspersions. In defending Miss Donning- 
ton’s name he even went so far as to declare that 
he knew her relations with Mr. Counsellor were 

erfectly proper. He cited the friendliness of 

is wife toward Miss Donnington as evi- 
dence of what his own relations with 
her had been. Dr. Fulton merely professed 
surprise that Dr. Knight should try to 
defend himeelf or his guest. Until this time the 
matter had not touched Dr. Knight’s church re- 
lations. Dr. Fulton intended, however, that it 
should, as he considered Dr. Knight’s behavior 
disgraceful, and about two weeks ago he pre- 
ferred charges of immorallty against Dr. Knight 
aud moved for his dismissal from the church. 
Then Dr. Knight girded himself up and went in 
for a fight within the church. As the nature of 
the trouble became known, factions quickly 
formed. Last Friday the issue was fought ina 
church meeting, which both sides entered confi- 
dent of success. Dr. Knight won by an over- 
whelming maiority, 

This did not end the case. Dr. Knight and his 
friends, having until then acted on the de- 
fensive, now turned aggressors. The more they 
thought about what Dr, Fulton had done, the 
more determined they became that he should 
suffer for it. One managreed to move atthe 
meéting of the society on Friday evening of this 
week for the summary dismissal of-Dr, Fulton 
from the pastorate ofthe church. Another, who 
is skilled in parliamentary law, agreed to as- 
sume the lead in bringing about this end. Get- 
ting wind of their programme, Dr. Fulton has 
formed a committee of his own, and they will 

robably report adversely to Dr. Knight, thus 
ntensifying the contest. Both sides will doubt- 
less bring out their full strength on Friday. It 
may turn out, however, that the end is not yet, 
for Dr. Knight has instructed a lawyer to pro- 
ceed against Dr. Fulton for libel. 


CAPT. CREGAN’S BISTRIOT. 


CHARGES TO BE EXAMINED BY A REPUB- 


LICAN COMMITTEE. 

The Republican County Committee last 
night adopted a resolution, offered by Robert 
Ray Hamilton, providing for an investigation 
into the charges that Capt. Michael Oregan, 
the Republican leader in the Sixteenth 
Assembly District, had sold out Allen Thorndike 
Rice, the Republican nominee for Congress in

Before the resolutious were adopted Mr. Ham- 
ilton made a little speech, in which he portrayed 


the heinousness of Capt. Cregan’s offense, and 
told how Mr. Rice had paid his  as- 
sessment and should have been sup- 
ported by all ~ loyal Republicans. He 
said that Mr. Rice had been earnestly supported 
by Henry George and his followers and that he 
would show by a comparative table of the vote 
cast in the district that the Republican nominee 
had been sold out in the house of his friends. 
He would also show that. Spinola tickets 
had been _,peddied out of Republican 
boxes in 17 of the electrion districts in Capt. 
Cregan’s Assembly district. He would also 
prove that at the headquarters of the Republic- 
an organization in the district instructions had 
been given that Spinola was to be supported by 
the captains of those districts who could be de- 
pended upon. 

Cheers and hisses greeted Mr. Hamilton’s re- 
marks, and the hisses predominated. when Capt. 
Cregan seconded the adoption of the reso- 
lution. calling for an investigation. When the 
question was put, the resolution was unani- 
mously adopted, and the Chairman, Mr. Elihu 
Root, appointed on the investigating committee 
Henry E. Howland, John D. Lawson, Leonard 
Hazeltine, Jacob M. Patterson, and John E. 
Brodsky. 

The Executive Committee reported through 
Charles N. Taintor in favor of calling the atten- 
tion of the members of the County Com- 
mittes to Article 17 of the constitu- 
tion of the organization, which makes any 
man holding an office through the favor of 
Demooratic authority ineligible to a seat in any 
committee of the organization. The suggestion 
was concurred in. An amendment to 
the constitution was adopted fixing the 
hours between which the polls at primaries shall 
be open at from 3to10P.M. Whenever 25 or 
more Republicans in a district, however, desire 
the polls to be open from 8 A. M.to10P.M. 
their petition shall be granted. 

Chairman Root said that Republicans should 
not be cast down by Mr. Roosevelt’s defeat, but 
should prepare for the next contest witn full 
confidence in the result.

MR. FIELD WANTS THE BONDS. 

Cyrus W. Field, Simon Wormser, and 
Thomas W. Pearsall are still seeking revenge 
upon somebody for their failure to get hold of 
the second mortgage bonds of the New-York and 
New-England Railroad Company recently sold 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Mr. 
Field, having had the rights of his associates in 
the transaction. assigned to him, has 


begun two suits against Messrs. Charles 
P. Clark and Francis L. Higginson in 
the Supreme Court. The first is brought 
for the purpose of compelling Messrs. Clark and 
Higginson to surrender the bonds to Mr. Field. 
In the formal complaint Mr. Field asserts that 
the defendants fraudulently conspired together 
to prevent him and his associates from obtain- 
ing the bonds. For this purpose they made 
false and malicious representations to the Gov- 
ernor and Council of Masssachusetts, and in- 
duced these authorities to reject the Field 
bid and give the purchase of the bonds 
to the defendants and their associates at a less 
price than the plaintiff offered. Mr. Field holds 
that he is entitled to the bonds after paying the 
present holders the amount they gave for them, 
with interest from the time of payment, and he 
asks for a judgment ordering the defendants to 
deliver the bonds to him upon. such 
payment. Mr. Field’s complaint in the sec- 
ond suit recites substantially the same state- 
ments, with the additional assertion that he and 
his associates were damaged by the transaction 
at leats $500,000, and he asks for a judgment 
against Messrs. Clark and Higginson for that 
amount. The complaints were served upon the 
counsel of the defendants yesterday. r. Field 
omitted to swear to either of these documents.

CurcaGco, Nov. 16.—The meeting of the 
Passenger Department of the Central Traftic 
Association, held at Assistant Commissioner 
Daniels’s office, to-day, was fully attended,

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The annual report of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company was made public yes- 
terday for the year ending June 30. It shows 
gross earnings of $5,546,542, an inorease of 


$1,464,423; operating expenses, $2,982,053, an 
increase of $469,450; “ other income,” $5,223, a 
decrease of $133,680; total net earnings. 
$2,569,7} 2, an increase of $861,293. Fixed 
charges “and the sinking fund required the use of 
$967,737, an increase of $108,638. Dividends 
were increased from $480,000 to $1,560,000. 
This leaves a balance of $41,975, against a de- 
ficit last year of $230,680. Improvements 
against this year’s surplus amount to $52,106, 
showing a defieit of $10,131. The company’s 
floating debt has been paid and all the scrip but 
$39,670 has been retired, and $1,000,000 worth 
of gold debentures have been canceled. The 
old and celebrated claim of the company against 
Henry Villard was settled for $200,000. 

Special dispatches received in Wall-street from 
Boston yesterday afternoon declared that the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Compdny had 
been leased by the Union Pacific Railroad, the 
signatures of both parties to the lease being 
written yesterday. 

Railroad earnings were reported in Wall-street 
yesterday as follows; St. Louis, Arkansas and 
Texas, for the first week of November, $51,405, 
against $36,452 for the same week last year, an 
increase of $14.952; Milwaukee, Lake Shore and 
Western, for the second week of November, 
$45,460, an increase of $12,685; Denver and 
Rio Grande, for the second week of November, 
$168,000, an increase of $34,304. 

The China Improvement Company, which is to 
supply railroads to the Celestial Kingdom and to 
maintain them there if the people do not object

A FALSE CABINET RUMOR—NO BIDS FOR 
NEW WAR SHIPS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—So entirely natu- 
ral seemed the report that reached here to-night 
from Scranton that the President had decided to 
change his Attorney-General, that the reporters 
who went tothe White House were confident 
that they would be informed that Mr. Charles R. 


Buckalew had been offered the place now held 
by Mr. Garland. The announcement made by 
Col. Lamont, therefore, that there was nothing 
in it, supplemented soon after by the President’s 
statement that he had never considered the 
name of any P e's er in connection with that of- 
fice since he decided upon Mr. Garland, az d that 
he had no intention of making a change, was 
more of asurprise than the Pennsylvania dis- 
patch, wer 

Next Wednesday the “proposals ‘for the con- 
struction of the new cruisers and gunboats are 
to be opened. As yet no bids have been received, 


but the members of the Walker board are confi- 
dent that this is no sign of a lack of interest on 
the part of shipbuilders. They claim that the 
builders will appear on the day of opening and 
in person submit their bids, only a few minutes 
per ape before they are publicly opened. It is 
well known that contractors, when . bidding 
on work involving a great deal of money, 
are very cautious. They fear unfair treatment; 
and in order to avoid any possible risk, they 
never let their prices leave their hands until the 
very moment they are to be read together with 
those of their competitors. This, of course, is 
the view taken by the Walker board, but there 
are other officers, and especially those connected 
with the Advisory Board, who think the com- 
petition for the contracts on the new cruisers 
will not be at all brisk. They assert that never 
before has so little interest been taken 
by shipbuilders in a project of such 
magnitude. The construction of three 
cruisers and two gunboats, involving 
as it does an expenditure of several millions of 
dollars, it is thought by these officers should 
create sone enthusiasm in shipbuilding circles. 
It is certainly true that very little correspond- 
ence has been necessary in connection with the 
distribution of pians and specifications. About 
18 firms have written for copies, of which num- 
ber only 10 are considered responsible. The re- 
ceipt of the copies of the Daeg and specifica- 
tions has seemingly satistied the possible bidder. 
The department really has no idea what will be 
the result, and having received no positive state- 
ment from any of-the firms that they intend to 
bid, it is but natural thut department officers 
should look forward to the opening day with 
some anxiety. 
*** 

The impression now prevails in army circles 
that the cause of the delay in announcing the 
appointment of a Surgeon-General is that the

The 
information that Dr. Moore‘has been selected for 
the office comes from one of the highest oflicials 
of the War Department, whose position warrants 
the assumption that the statementis correct. 
Col. Baxter evidently does not apprehend that he 
will fail to secure the Surgeon-Generalship. He 
laughs over the statement that Dr. Moore will 
jump him, and with a wise shake of the head 
when questioned says: “The matter is notsettled 
yet.”

THE BASHBALL RULES. 


NEW LAWS ADOPTED BY THE JOINT 


COMMITTEE. : 

CuIcaGo, Ill., Nov. 16.—The Rules Com- 
mittee of the National League and American 
Baseball Association resumed its session early 
this morning. The following changes have been 
made to-day: 

The high and low ball system of delivery has 
been abolished, any ball now being considered 
fair that passes the player between his shoulder 
and knee and that passes over the plate. Bunt- 
ing will not in future be allowed. Any obvious 
attempt to make a foul hit will be scored as a 


strike. Clubs will not toss for choice of position 
in future, the right of choice invariably resting 
with the home club. Five balls and four strikes 
will be allowed instead of six balls and three 
strikes, as heretofore. When a batsman takes 
his base on balls he shall be credited with a base 
hit. A batsman shall take his base when struck 
by a pitched ball. Any motion whatever on the 
part of the pitcher made to deceive the batter 
shall be considered a balk. 

If running toa base the runner touches and 
detaches the base bag without being touched by 
the baseman he will be safe. Captains of clubs 
only can question any decision of the umpire. 
The old rule requiring a runner to return to his 
base on the run when a foul hit is made was 
rescinded. Hereafter the runner can walk to his 
base. Norunner can havea substitute run for 
him in case of an injury, but if hurt must retire 
from the game. A batter is out on the fourth 
strike under the new rules, whether the 
ball is dropped or passed by the catcher. 
The question of having two umpires and 
a referee was brought up, but a majority of 
the committee voted against the scheme, and it 
was dropped. A modification of the umpire’s 
rules of both organizations was adopted. The 
pitcher’s box was shortened to five and half feet, 
and the pitcher will be required to keep his for- 
ward foot firmly on the ground when about to 
deliver the ball. His rear foot must be on_the 
back line of the box and he will be allowed to 
take but one ee when delivering the ball, The 
ball must be heldin plain view of the umpire. 
The pitcher cannot as heretofore deliver the ball 
to the batter after making afeint to throw to 
_ base, but must resume his position in his 

Ox. % 

Only two coachers will be permitted, and 
they shall have the right to talk to base-runners 
only. For talking to a batsman the coacher will be 
reprimanded forthe first offense, and be forced 
to give up his coaching and another man putin 
his place on a repetition of the fault. 

In scoring, when a batter is given his base on 
called balls, a hitis credited to the batter and 
an error given to the pitcher in the summary 
only.. All batting errors are charged in the 
summary, as are earned two and three base hits, 
home runs, double plays, bases on balls, hit by 
pitcher, passed balls, wild pitches, time of game, 
and the name of umpire. A pitcher will be given 
no credit for a strike-out. In the places of total 
bases the record of stolen bases will be Kept. 
Any attemptmade by a player to steal a base 
must be credited whether an error is made or 
ote if the runner is successful in reaching a 

ase. 

The committee also passed a rule requiring 
each association to appoint a joint rule commit- 
tee at each annual meeting, they to act for. the 
year. All clubs under the jurisdiction of the 
national agreement must abide by the rules 
adopted, which are known as ‘‘The National 
tw bog Rules of the Professional Baseball 

Nubs.” - 

Many of the moreimportant changes incor- 
porated thus far have been at the suggestion of 
the advisory board, composed of Capts. Anson, 
Ward, Comiskey. and Swartwood, who, it is be- 
lieved, are carrying out the views and wishes of 
the great majority of the players in both of the 
great organizations. Perfect harmony seems to 
exist between the committee and this board, 
and the work has been greatly simplified and 
rendered far more effective by the mission of 
the players as representatives to the council. 

One of the important matters to come before 
the League meeting to-morrow is the complex- 
ion of the League circuit for the following year. 
The President of a League club stated to a 
reporter this evening that he believed the ques- 
tion of the circuit would be settled before to- 
morrow night. Pittsburg will be represented 
here to-morrow, and the delegate is now here, 
though who he is could not be ascertained. 
League officials say nothing when questioned as 
to the matter. It is rumored, however, that 
Kansas City will be dropped and Pittsburg ad- 
mitted to fill the vacancy. |

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


GOING INTO THE OONDUITS. 
ZINC TUBES TO BE USED—THE WEST- 
ERN UNION’S CONNECTIONS, 


The meeting of the Subway Commission 
yesterday was brief enough to show that every- 
body looks for smooth water in the future. 
‘Chemist Ledoux reported that he had received 
mo samples of perfected paper tubes from the 
‘Averell Company, but that at the request of En- 
gineer Kearney he had examined samples of zinc 
4ubes, and he saw no objection to using them on 
the Fifty-eighth-street section. Engineer Thom- 
son, of the Construction Company, thereupon 
announced that the company would furnish the 
tubes, and that he would advertise for bids for 
asphaltic concrete for the mastic of the conduit. 

The commission adopted this plan, and it was 
regarded asadefeat for the Averell Company. 
Engineer Kearney admittea that the Averell 


Company had sent inasample conduit to him, 
but said that he had not had time to examine It. 
Commissioner Gibbens insisted that he should 
make a report on the Averell system on Friday. 
It was reported that the application to the Park 
Commissioners for permission to run the Brook- 
lyn Bridge section through the City Hall Park 
would be acted on to-day. - 

Engineer Thomson, for the Construction Com- 

any, asked permission to lay a conduit in One 

jundred and Twenty-eighth-street, from Third 
to Fourth avenue, and thence up Fourth-avenue 
to the Harlem River, to the Western Union cable 
house, in order to make connections with the 
Western Union cables strungon the Third-ave- 
nue elevated structure. Superintendent Brown 
cheerfully acquiesced in the demand of the com- 
mission that the poles should come down on 
these few blocks, for, with the otber short con- 
duit from the Brooklyn Bridge to the Western 
Union offices at Dey-street, that_ company has 
now accomplished what it desired. The conduit 
is toconsist of six iron tubes imbedded in hy- 
draulie cement, and work is to be begun as soon 
as possible. : 

Engineer Beckwith, in speaking for the Metro- 
politan Telephone Company, said that it had or- 
dered cables and would lay them in the Sixth- 
avenue conduit, and that after the cables had 
had a good, long test this Winter, if they proved 
satisfactory, the company did not expect to keep 
up its poles. Mr. Beckwith was very guarded in 
his utterances. The Metropolitan Telephone 
Company also handed in a lot of applications, 
which was practically asking for a new pole line 
in Cherry and Hester streets. Commissioner 
Gibbens objected to this, and asked that in- 
vestigations be made to see if a conduit could 
not also be laid on that route. 

In the Superior Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
Judge Ingraham denied the motion of the New- 
York Underground Telegraph Company for an 
injunction to restrain the police from arresting 
its servants for undertaking to open the streets 
for the purpose of putting electric wire conduits 
down without the approval of the Subway Coin- 
missioners. The motion was based on the ground 
that the police were only empowered to make 
arrests for crime, and that as it was not criminal 
for the telegraph company’s servants to open 
the streets, under a permit issued by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works prior to the establishment 
of the Board of Subway Commissioners, they 
should be restrained from arresting them, Judge 
Ingraham held that a court of equity had no 
authority to restrain the police from arresting a 
person charged with the commission of an 
offense, nor in any way to pass upon the guilt or 
innocence of such a person, the determination of 
that guilt or innocence being the duty of a crim- 
{nal court after arrest.

HELP FOR THE HOMELESS. 
THE OBJECTS, THE WORK, AND THE 
NEEDS OF PRIMROSE HOUSE. 

A public reception will be held to-mor- 
row afternoon and evening at Primrose House, 
No. 356 West Thirty-third-street. This institu- 
tion is the home of the Society to Befriend 
Working Girls, and was opened last May. In it 
every young girl who isoutof workor ill in 
body or mind can find shelter and food on no 


other condition than that she should observe the 
ordinary rules of decorum and politeness. 

In Primrose House thereis a cheerful parlor 
aud a well chosen library. The ailments of the 
inmates are ministered to by a skilled physician, 
and mental anxieties are soothed by friendly 
words of encouragement and advice. The ca- 
pacity for self-support which the girls manifest 
is fostered by instruction in whatever line of 
work she may be best fitted. The Society to Be- 
friend Working Girls asks for helpin clothing, 
money, provisions, coal, and wood. The Presi- 
dent of the society is Julius 8. Ehrich, who will 
receive all contributions. The society is strictly 
non-sectarian. Its members are of every faith 
and sect. The houseis open at all times to in- 
gpection, and its records are carefully kept. 

The society holds an informal reception every 
Thursday morning, at which the ladies of the 
committee are present, and to which all are in- 
vited. The management of the institution say that 
the best proof that Primrose House is fulfilling the 
purpose of its founders is the fact that it stands 
in pressing need of assistance. The number of 
its visitors grows daily greater and greater, and 
numbers of the thousands of young women who 
are dependent upon their own exertions for a 
livelihood apply for aid each week. Many mem- 
bers of the society are large employers of female 
labor, and efforts are always made to secure po- 
sitions for those girls who need them. Primrose 
House is a modest looking dwelling. No sign or 
doorplate obtrudes itself upon public attention.

EVIDENCE OF ILLEGALITIES. 
WHAT THE CONTROLLER FINDS IN JUS- 
TICE MONELL’S COURT. 

Controller Loew yesterday received a let- 
ter in which 1t was stated that in Civil Justice 
Monell’s court fees werg illegally exacted for 
‘the issuance of dispossess papers. John F. Car- 
roll, Clerk of the court, was examined by Mr. 
Loew on this point and denied that any illegal 
fees were exacted. He said, however, that while 
there was no dispossess clerk, there was a clerk, 
Mr. Bauer, appointed by the Marshals attached 
to the court, who looked out for the dispossess 


cases. Mr. Carroll also said that Mr. Bauer was 
in no sense an officer of the court. He had been 
offered the position of interpreter, but had de- 
Clined the appointment because he found he 
would have to pass a civil service examination. 

Charles R. Schampain, a lawyer doing business 
in the court. said that in November, 1885, he 
had adispossess case, and went to Justice Monell’s 
court for the papers. He could not get the pre- 
liminary papers until he had paid $1 to a man 
who had a desk inside the railing in the clerk’s 
office. Judgment was obtained by default, anda 
he applied for a dispossess warrant. He was 
told he could not have one, as Justice Monell 
had ordered that all warrants in landlord and 
tenant cases should only be given out through 
the Marshals attached to the court. He was 
also told that the Marshals would do the neces- 
sary work for a reasonable fee. In conclusion 
Mr. Schampain said that he never took out a 
warrant, but made a settiement with the tenant 
in the case. 

The Controller remarked that for the first time 
in the investigation some evidence of corruption 
had been brought forward. He said that it was 
his intention to look further into the manage- 
ment of the Seventh District Court, and to ask 
the Corporation Counsel to bring suit against the 
Clerk of the First District Court for not having 
turned in the fees received within the time pre- 
wcribed by law.

STAGE DRIVERS’ 


NO FEARS 


DEMANDS. 


OF A STRIKE ON THE FIFTH- 

AVENUE LINE. 

President E. Ely-Goddard, of the Fifth- 
Avenue Transportation Company, several days 
ago received from acommittee of an organiza- 
tion of the Knights of Labor a letter asking for 
an interview for the purpose of adjusting the 
grievances of the employes of the company. Mr. 
Goddard promptly replied that he could not 
allow any Knights of Labor organization or any 
trades union of any kind to arbitrate the griev- 
ances of his workmen. Yesterday morning a 
committee of the men called upon Mr. Goddard 
with a list of grievances. 

The principal grievance was the time table. 
The men asserted that instead of working the 
standard of 12 hours a day they were putting in 
13, 14, and even 15 hours every day for 12 


hours’ pay. They asked for a time table that 
would not compel them to work more than 12 
hours. The drivers and conductors are required 
to make 9 round trips. If there is any delay in 
starting or on the route they get in later at 
night. Noextra pay is allowed for over time. 
The stages are not run on any regular time 
table. The men further asked that the company 
recognize the Knights of Labor and make the 
road a union road; that the wages of the hostiers 
be increased to $2 a day and the wages of the 
boys from $1 to $1 50; that over time be paid 
for at the rate of 30 cents a trip; that extra 
men be put on during meal times, and that the 
boys be allowed to sit inside the stages in bad 
weather. 

President Goddard settled the first demand on 
the spot. He toid the men plainly that the com- 
pany would recognize no Knights of Labor or- 
ganization or trades union of any kind. “All I 
want to know of a man isif he will makea good 
driver. We don’t ask the men about outside 
matters, and I don’t think that they want to 
force us to adopt their ideas of trades unions.” 

“That’s so, Sir,” said the men. ‘* We will with- 
draw that part of it.” 

Concerning the other demands Mr. Goddard 
said that he would submit them to the Directors 
ata meeting in the afternoon. He thought it 
likely that the matter could be arranged to the 
satisfaction of alleconcerned. Mr. Goddard said 
last evening that the company was disposed to 
do what was fairby the men. It did not mean 
to ask any man to work more than the standard 
time for standard wages. It could not put on 
extra men at present, because the stages were 
not making any money. It is probable that an 
arrangement will be made to-day whereby the 
men will not be required to work more than 12 
nours for $2. The other points will be settled, 
it is expected, by mutual concessions. There is 
no danger of a tie-up. There were 48 stages 
running yesterday. About 125 men and boys 


are employed.

THE FRENCH’S HOTEL TANGLE. 

Judge Donohue, on the application of 
Adams & Boothby, attorneys for James E. Wal- 
ter, a stockholder of the P. Scherer Company, 
yesterday appointed James H. Breslin, of the 
Gilsey House, under a bond of $50,000, Receiver 
of that corporation. The French's Hotel credit- 
ors immediately began to discuss the question 
whether the indebtedness of F. W. Coleman & 
Co. to the P. Scherer Company, amounting to 


$15,000, and secured by a second mortgage on 
its effects. would give the Receiver any control 
over the hotel. In his complaint Mr. Walter, 
who was the Secretary and Treasurer of the P. 
Scherer Company and the owner of 398 shares of 
the capital stock, set forth that a large part of 
its business consisted of buying and selling 
whisky made by the Duffy Malt Whiskey Com- 
pany, to which it owed a large sum of money 
when the latter corporation failed. Thus being 
deprived of the credit which was the essence of 
its life, it was not able to pay its debts.
